In the year 1794 the amount of the ex- 
ports of the United States was 33,026,233 
dollars. In the courfe of ten years it has 
mcreafed to more than double the amount 
at that period ; and the whole increafe of 
trade fince the States ceafed to be Britifa 
colonies has been fuch as never before 
took place in any country. The total 
amount of the exports from the American 
States to Great Britain in the year 1773 
was 5,720,964 dollars ; the prefent 
amount to Great Britain and the British 
colonies appears by the forezoing ftate- 
ment to be 21,829,802 dollars, which 
fhews a much greater increafe than could 
have been expected had the States remain. 
ed fubject to this country, although they 
have at the fame time extended their trade 
to all other parts of the world. 

The a&tual tonnage of the United States 
on the 41ft December, 1803, was eftimat. 
ed at about 917,000 tons, viz.

Eight or 
ten beds are connected together by one 
frame, which faves the conlfumption of 
metal, and forms a mafs which it is not 
eafy toremove. The children lie two by 
two together. 

The military hofpital was originally 
conttructed by Marfhal Vauban. It is 
built on an extenfive fcale ; the rooms 
large and lofty. The outfide has been in- 
yured by a number of {mall buildings for 
the accommodaticn of perfons whom Vau- 
ban probably never thought of ; and the 
infide has becn hurt by feparations and 
pititions. Though there was very much 
room, the fick are crowded together.— 
The only circumttance whichis favourable 
as, that as there are empty chambers, they, 
two or three times a-year, remove the 
nek into different rooms. 

The general hofpital is known by the 
mame ct St. Nicholas. The fick are well 
taken care ot by a corporation of young 
women. Themen and the women are in 
the tame ward, feparated by a partition. 
Many hoipitals in this part ot Flanders 
are duipoied on the fame plan. The beds 
are made after the fame model: they are 
exactly boxes of joiner’s work, inclofed at 
tne head and feet, on one fide and over, 


ana protected by curtains on the only fide 
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where they are left Open. All this bey. 
work, ornamented with mouldings, 9p! 
fometimes pillars with chaplets and archi. 
traves, richly carved, make a fine thes .; 
architecture, and is without doubt whas 
the architects defigned ; but it is a bay 
contrivance for the fick, about whom 
colleéted all the dutt and dirt, withou: be. 
ing able to leflen or remove it, as they 
cannot turn the beds about. The fick are 
left to be incommoded by all the inie’s 
that inhabit this cld wainfcot. In foms 
holpitals they have had the good fenie to 
detach the bed{teads from the niches, that 
they may be able to draw them forwad, 
and remove the fick with eale. But in 
other places they have another good con. 
trivance. Inilead of curtains there ar: 
two oaken doors, bound with iron and fur. 
nified with locks. Thefe are intended 
for the fick in a delirium. The doors are 
fhut; the patient finds himfeif incloted in 
a prefs ; only in the upper part there isa 
{mall hole of three or four inches; but 
they do not forget to fix on the fides or 
at the ends iron cramps, to faften the chains 
wich which they fometimes tic him in his 
bed ; nor do chey omit the gag, to pre 
ven: his cries. 

‘fhe prifons are in geveral healthy and 
fecure. Tie bridewell is near toa high 
building, which is called the caltle ; but 
it is only a tower, on which are placed a 
clock, and the lodge of the town-watch 
man. The clock chimes remarkably well ; 
the hours ard half hours with a great 
bell ; the quarters of hours with the utual 
chime ; and the half-quarters with aima. 
one. At the half-hour the chimes give 
the hour which will follow ; when the 
clock ftrikes, it again repeats the hour.— 
This is the cuftom through all the coun- 
try, where chimes are very ufual. 

In the evening-parties they fometimes 
offer a lemonade compofed of the juice ot 
the lemon and fugar, and wine mixed with 


water, inftead ot pure water. T,

(omething of which a painter can makea 

‘dure. When a verie was picturetque, 
with him it was thesetore fufficicntlv po- 
etical. But the language of the pofli ns 
hos rarely anv connexi n with this axiom. 
Iva word, what he delineates as poetry 
ineif, is but a province of poctry. Hence 
‘tis, that, with this dlufive ftandard, he 
bas com cied a poem which is perpetually 
fancy, and never paflion. Hence his pro- 
celional fplenuour fatigues, bis defcrip- 
tive ingenui’y foies its noveity, and the cde- 
ficiency of a conneGing table is a want 
which art cannot fupply with all its mi- 
racles. 

It has accidentally fallen to my lot to 
hive made a Darwinian difeovery, which 
IT now think proper to exp'ain. I have 
lately obferved, more than once, in the 
Monthly Review, an expreffion to which I 
eonceive [have given origin. Whenever 
the reviewer acntions the Darwinian verfe, 
he adds, ©‘ or rather Brookian.”” The 
hit difeovery of what J confider palrabie 
imitation in Darwin, was made by the 
Edinburgh reviewers, who accidentally 
fell upon a firlt edition of the poem in.

whole evening in pledging each other with 
thefe fanciful kiffes.” 

I have already taid enough of the high 
eftimatian in which the amorous deity was 
held among the Greeks; but he has not 
yet been reprefented in the honourable 
light in which he is held up to us by Euri- 
pides, as ** The alfociate of wifdom aad 
the beltower of every virtue.”

That love has been often the infpirer of 
generous and valiant adtions mutt cer- 
tainly be admitted ; and initances of this 
fact are not to be fought fir only in the 
tales of chivalry. The ftory ot Cheli- 
donis, related by Plutarch, is a confirma- 
tion of the remark. This was a Lace- 
dzmonian lady who had the mistortune to 
be married to a prince whom fhe defpiled, 
and to be violently attached to a lovee 
whole attractions are reprefented to have 
exceeded all others of his time, and whote 
valour proved him worthy of being ho- 
noured by the {mies of the fair. Cleo- 
nymus, her hufbind, being banifhed the 
ftate in conlequence of fome civil commo- 
tions, incited Pyirhus king of Epirus to 
make war on his countrymen. The ene- 
my was at the ga’es of Sparia, and Arcus 
abfenr with the belt pirt of bis forces. In 
this extremity the city was defended 
againit the fierce ft affaul's of the Epirots 
by the courage of the Spartan woinen till 
the return or the absent army. =>! ii! the 
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vitory was doubtful, and the danger of 
Sparta umminent. It was then that the 
valour of the gallant Aerotatas difplayed 
itfelt in aétions that almoft furpafs belief. 
The lait affault ended in the total difcom- 
fiture f the Epirots and of toe unfortu- 
nate Chonymus ; and Aerotatas, as he 
was returning victorious from the place 
which he had fignalized by his concluding 
exploi's, was hailed by the acclamations 
of the peuple, ‘* Now return and enjoy thy 
beaut:ful C»elidonis !”* 

This ftury bas about it very much of the 
air of a‘Gotnic fable. The difcomfiture 
of the unfortunate hufband, and the tri- 
ump of the tuccefsful lover, is exaétly in 
the tlyle of the Breton lays and the fabii- 
aux of the Troubadours.* The whole 
adventuie feems to belong rather to an 
Amadis de Gaul ora Lancelot du Lac 
than to an ancient Greek, and above all 
toa Spirtan ; and the recital of it, both 
for its fentyments and its morality, would 
have founded better from the mouth of 
Guillaume de Loris,¢ than from that 
of the grave and phi.olophic fage of Che- 
ronea. But the Sparta of the age of Pyr- 
thus was no longer that of Lycurgus.— 
However in much earlier times we find 
that her ancient heroes facrificed to Cu- 
pid before a battle. It may perhaps be 
too much to aliert that this pra&ice ob- 
tained in conformity with the maxim of 
Euripides which I have quoted, and that 


. thefe honours were actually paid to love 


as the principle of generous and worthy 
aftions ; but the conjecture appears to 
me much more reafonable than the far- 
fetched conttruction of Athenzeus, whote 
account of the fact and obfervation upon 
it are as follows :—* The Lacecdzemo- 
sians, before they drew out their army in 
order of battle, facrifice to love, becaute 
victory and fafety confift in the friendly 
unicn of the foldiers..* Would not Catz 
tor ani Pollux have been more prorer ob- 
jeCts of worfhip, if that alone were the 
motive, than of the God of Love? But 
it the motive of the Lacedzemonians in 
this inftance may be atrended with fome 
doubrs, that of the Athenians cannot ad- 
mit of any ; who, in their Parthenon, 
placed th- ftatue of Cupid next to that of 
their patron-goddets, and facrifieed to 
both jorn:ly. This cuftom not only moft for-

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cibly illuftrates the beautiful max; 
poet, but evidently fuggeited it to the 
But he does not appear to have been al. 
ways fohonourably treated. If we are ‘ 
believe Ariftophon (Athenzus, lib, xiii ) 
we find that he was difgracefully ejede 
from the fynod of the gods asa feditious 
turbulent demagogue, who loved to throw 
every thing into confufion, and that he 
then had his wings clipped, that he may 


never more be able to fly back to heaves 
but be conftrained to live among men, 
where he is ftill at liberty to do as much 
mifchief as he pleafes. Here he has ever 
fince been the fource of confufion and di. 
order of every kind. The unfortunate 
victim to his power muft from that in. 
ftant bid farewel to his reafon and his 
judgment ; he muft not even prelerve the 
flizhteft pretentions to fenfe or wit ; and 
it was perhaps in allufion to the frameof 
mind to which it is abfolutely neceffary 
that he fhould be reduced, that the Gre. 
cian fhepherd tore the garland from his 
head and faftened it at the door of his mif- 
trefs, not fo much fora prefent to her as 
for a propitiatory offering to the God of 
Love. |

Yet Democri'us him- 
elf mult have been ftrangely troubled 
by that difeafe, if, as is faid, in order to 
syoid the dangerous impreffions which the 
soht of female charms made on his ima- 
gination, and which di:traéted his thouszhts 
and interrupted his philofophy, he put out 
hisown eyes. Theseply of Ariftotle to 
one who afked him ** Why men love that 
which is beauriful ?” ts well known—* It 
is the quettion of a blind man,” ; 

A moft elegant little poem on the in- 
uence of De wuty, by the [rith bard Caro- 
iv, is preferved in Mifs Brooke's ** Re- 
ligas of Trith Poetry.” It concluces 
thus (‘or the poet was, like Homer, 
blind) :

She punithed Tyrdarus, for 
omitt ng her in the facrifices he offered to 
al the gus, by the adu!teries and crimes 
of Helen and Clytamnftra. Even the 
Mufes, whofe reiftance ot her charms is 
quite proverbial, were not ‘afe frow her 
vengeance. For. when. the. unfortunate 
Clio remonftrated with the gay goddefs on 
her intercourfe w Adonis, fhe fo in- 
famed her mind m return for her pre-

vances of Pierus the fon of Magnes, and 
became an unmarried mother. Ihe epi-

N32 to the ftaple article of food, 


Indian corn, we may rank rice.— 
That of the Carolinas is excellent, but its 
cultivation is dreadfully pernicious, as it 
is either planted in ridges, between the 
interiiices of which water muft be let in, 
and the cultivator mut conftantly wade 
through thefe little canals, half way up 
his leg in water, and the reft of his body 
expofed to the rays of the fun; or in 
fwamps, where he is fubjeét to the fame 
inconveniences. Negroes alone do this 
bitice, and indeed it is the only employ- 
ment whatever which a white man may 
not do in any part of the United States. 
Whether this fing'e article be worth the 
brirthen of fo infamous a traffic as the 
flave-'tade, will I believe admit of but 
Ore anfwr—No. The other articles, 
which are chiefly ‘hofe of export, are to- 
batco, a very precarious crop, lumber, 
potafi, turpenine, tar, pitch, indigo, 
and cotton. All thefe, except rice, are 
the natural produétions of the country, 
ind, as Buffon obferves in his Natural 

dtory that ** Every country, every de- 

ree of temperature, has its particular 

lants,”’ nature appears to regard all ex- 
otics with the jealous eves of a ftepdame. 
Barley, for initance, does not thrive fo 
well as wheat, oats no better than barley, 
but rye is good, though not in plentitul 
crops. Peaches are abundant ihn the 
fouthern ftates, but they are by no means 
equal in flavour to thofe of Europe, and 
will not pay either for hog-feeding as 
they fail to the ground, or for gathering 
to carry to the market, or to diftil them 
into what is called peach-brandy. Theré- 
fore more of thofe orchards are grubbed 
up to raile Indian corn than there are new 
ones planted. Apples and pears are gdod : 
but as for garden-truits, fuch as goofe. 
berries, apricots, &c. they feldom come 
to perfection, Potatoes and turnips are 
good, but as they are only in demand for 
the tabic, and cattle prefer corn-blades to 
them, it will not aniwer to raife them in 
Jaree quantities. 

] have now run through the moft confi- 
derable articles of the produce of the 
Untied States, and the European farmer 
will cauly perceive that it is almott impof- 
tiie, even if he can overcome his old ha-

After all, your readers may wif 
fatisfied how it has beppened dean” 
pulation of the United States has always 
increafed, and ftill continues to increas 
in fpite of all thefe difadvantages, and | 
fhall endeavour to explain it to them, 

There have always exitted in human 
nature two oppofite difpofitions—a love 
of novelty, and an attachment to lone. 
eftablifhed cultoms. The latter is the e- 
fect of eafy circumftances and of habit, 
or education, which forms habits, It ig 
chiefly predominant in perfons of mode: 
rate capacities, and fettled and fyftematic 
principles. It binds men to a certain fet 
of cuftoms, which they derive as it were 
from inheritance, and incafed in it as the 
filk-worm in a prilon of its own forma. 
tion, they are content to be regularly fyf. 
tematic, and, if I may be allowed the 
expreflion, mechanically happy. Thele 
are fatisfied to remain on the fpot where 
nature firft caft them. The former isin- 
grafted on curiofity, which is inherent to 
every mind in a greatet ot lefs degree; it 
becomes the ruling paffion of the ardent 
projeftor, and is the ignis fatuus which 
conitantly allures and bewilders the ima 
gination of the volatile and uniettled, 
who fpend their time, like the Athenians, 
in inquiring atter fome ** new thing."= 
This difpotition makes the mind unitabie, 
by leading it from certain enjoyments into 
the labyrinth of imaginary happinefs, and 
when it if once launched into ‘he bound- 
lefs field of {peculation, in its rapid fearch 
for new frivolities, and fight from one 
half-finifhed experiment to another, it 
leaves behind the found maxims of rea‘on 
and the fober digtates of tuth, The 
latter of thefe habits forms what 1s eailed 
a roving difpofition, and is one great 
caule of the pecpetual influx of foreigners 
into the United States. Thoufinds have 
been allured thither by falle ttatements 
and delufive hopes, and numbers have fled 
with the money of their creditors, oF :

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‘chtful. Such are for the moft 
yore woodiinen” who fell the firft 
trees and erect miferable hovels fcarcely fit 
to fhelter cattle. They are in reality no 
better than the American aborigines 
whom they fucceed either in manners or 
difpofition. They are too lazy to culti- 
yate the land, and truft chiefly to hunting 
for their fubfiftence. This vanguard is 
ia a fhort fpace of time fucceeded by a 
fecond corps, of rather better morals ; 
they purchafe for a trifle the improvements 
of the firlt pofleffors, who again rufli fur- 
ther into the woods, and recommence 
fimilar operations. The fecond party ge- 
neraliy cultivate a fmall portion of Jand, 
and build a better kind of fhelter, deno- 
minated log-houfes from their fubitance 
of logs of wood, which they plaifter with 
the ftiffelt foil they can find. The firft 
dificulties of a fettlement being thus over- 
come, a third corps arrives, and purcha{es 
of the fecond, who purfue the fteps of the 
firft party. The latt comers are common- 
ly of induftrious habits, and become fta- 
tionary, although it is not unfrequent to 
find feven or eight different poffeflors who 
altogether will not hold the lands more 
than three or four years. When any one 
of fettled and induftrious habits becomes 
the proprietor, he begins to clear the land 
in earneft, and when he has enough to 
fubfit himfelf and his family, he begins 
toenlarge and improve or build a more 
commodious houfe. Thefe habitations, 
in their beft ftyle, are either log or framed 
houfes, The former are formed of logs 
of wood notched and joined at the cor- 
ners ; the interftices are filled with mofs, 
raw, or grafs, and plaiftered with earth. 
The roof is generally of bark, but fome- 
times of iplit boards. The chimney, if 
there is any, is a pile of tones ; if not, a 
fire is made on the ground, and a hole is 
lett in the roof toemit the fmoke, Some- 
times another hole is made in the fide to 
admit light, which in inclement weather 
8 clofed by a fhutter ; at other times 
there are only two doors oppofire to each 
other, of which the one to windward is 
kept tut, and the other left open to an- 
wer the purpofe of a window. In every 
‘salon a conttant fire mutt be kept, as the 
imoke is neceflary to keep off thofe {warms 
of mofquitees and other infeS&s with 
which the woods abound ; and the fame 
Precautions muit alfo be taken to defend 
the cattle from them, as, imarting under

be induttrious, fo foon as he has cleared a 
fufficient quantity of land he enlarges hig 
hut, or erects another upon a more conye- 
nient fpot. If he has money, anda itream 
on his land capable of working a faw-mill, 
he gets one built, and converts the tree 
which he daily iells into planks, and wit 
thefe he covers the outfite of his houfe - 
the joints, rafters, and all the other parts 
of the fkeleton are of tolerable carpenter's 
work ; and this, when it is covered with 
fhingles, conftitutes what they call a frame 
ed houfe. They alfo add perhaps a barn, 
a ftable, and cattle-pen. Atthe very fir 
fight of thefe habitations it is eafy to judge 
of the different degrees of profperity and 
induftry of the proprietors of them. By 
thefe progreffive fteps the face of the 
country quickly changes, and cultivated 
fields fucceed to ufelefs forelts. , 
The American, who knows not the en. 
joyments of the European farmer, and wha 
only reads or hears repeated what their 
newfpapers teem with, of the fuperjor 
bleffings which they enjoy over the inhabj- 
tants of every other country on the face of 
the globe, believes that independence ang 
happinefs is not to be found elfewhere; he 
is fatisfied with his fituation, is habituated 
to the fcourges of the climate and the 
drudgery of his labour. The European 
emigrant, on the contrary, who has wit- 
nefled a different order of things, is a prey 
tochagrin, dilappointment, and defpair 5 
and either wanting courage or the mone 
which he has walted in unprofitable fpecu. 
lation to carry him back fo his native land, 
he vegetates where his folly, credul.ty, or 
avarice, had placed him, and wears out a 
reftlefs lite. His children, however, 3 
born in the country, or brought thirher at 
a tender age, have ail the advantaces of 
not knowing that there is another and a 
better country on this globe, are recon- 
ciled to their fate and feek uo farther.— 
One generation fuffices to convert the 
European into the American, with ail his 
habits, cuftoms, and predilections. 
Theis, 
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Thefe, except by the natural means of 
generation, are the principal caufes of the 
increafe of population and cultivation in 
the United States, and they will continue 
to increafe in f{pite of all thefe difadvan- 
tages ; for if the wandering Arabs, in 
their love of independence and boundlefs 
liberty, are contented with a defert with- 
Out verdure or water, and plains of arid 
fand where no cooling fhade invites the 
parched, panting, and almoft fuffocated 
traveller, we necd not wonder that people 
of 4 fimilar difpofition are to be found who 
can be enamoured with a country which, 
though very far from being the paradife of 
the world, is as much fuperior to the de. 
ferts of Arabia as the fouth of England is 
to the rugged, dreary, and bleak, north- 
¢rnmott paris of Scotland.

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REMARKS on the GRECIAN ORATOR I50- 
CRATES. By the ABBE ARNAUD. 


SOCRATES was born at Athens in 
the 86th Olympiad, five years before 
the Peloponnefian war. At an early age 
he began to ftudy philofophy and rhetone 
under Gorgias, Prodicus, and Tiles, 
whofe doctrines and eloquence about this 
period aftonifhed all Greece. Itis affirm. 
ed that he alio was a difciple of the cele. 
brated orator Theramenes, whom the 
Thirty Tyrants caufed to be put to death 
becaufe he favoured the popular caule— 
He paffionately loved glory ; and the de- 
fire of diftinguithing himfelf, and of bear 
ing apart in the public adminiftration, 
animated all his proceedings. In order 
to this end, befides poffefling information 
and aturn for bufinels, it was necellary 
to excel in eloquence ; but nature having 
denied him both voice and felf-commané, 
without which it is impoflible to {way the 
multitude, he direéted his efforts to com- 
pofition. In the firft place, he propole! 
to give to eloquence more of force and 
majety, by breaking down the trammes 
which a contracted and ridiculous phil- 
fophy had thrown around it. He aban- 
doned thofe vain tubtilties in which te 
fophiits lott themfelves, as well as thole 
fublime obfcurities in which they ened 
{. fond of being enveloped. He conhe 
hunie:rf to interefting que‘tiors, tuch :

Allis {\ftematic in the fttyle of Ifo- 
crates ; words anfwer to words, members 
to members, and phrates to phates ; we 
even meet with chiming terminations,— 
This artificislnefs, if too frequent and too 
manifelt, offends the ear, and ooicures 
the icnie. 

Magnificence of ftyle, according to 
Theophraftus, is derived from three 
fources ; choice of words, the happy ar- 
rangement of them, and the imagery 
which enlivens the whole.  Tfocrares 
choie well his words, but there is too 
much affectation in his arrangement ; his 
hgures are either too far-fetched, or dif- 
corlant, or extravagant, fo that he be- 
comes cold and mannered; befides, in 
erder the better to tune his ftyle, and 
frame bis periods with nicety, he makes 
ule of inellicient words, and unneceflarily 
Jengthens out his difcourtes. 

We are tar from aflerting that thefe 
faults deform all his writings ; his compo- 
ition is {ometimes fimple and natural ; he 
Properly leparates its members, and dil- 
polesot them neatly ; but in general he is 
toomuch the flave of full and rounded 
periods ; and the elegance which he af- 
lets too often degenerates into redun- 
Cincy. In fine, if the ftyle of [focrates 
be wanting in the nazural and the fimple, 
mult be owned that it difplays magnif- 
fcace and grandeur ; its conftructiwn is 
luolime, and of a charaéter almeft more 
than human. We may compare his 
manner to that of Phidias, whofe chiflel 
= for'h heroic and divine forms of fuch 
perior digmity, 
| With retpect to invention and difpofi- 
ron, Hiocrates excels in both ; he vatics 
“s lubje% with admirable art, and gyards

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againit languor by an infinity of enifodes, 
ali naturally introduced. Bot w« at ren- 
ders him ter ever defrving of praife is 
the choice of his fubjects, a ways noble, 
always grand, always directed tute pub. 
le good. Hedid not provefe merely to 
embcilih the art of fpeech, hut he was 
defirous to complete the mid, toteach his 
diicioles to govern their amilies and their 
Couviry,

confine himiclf to admire their co-ce and

Bhey unitommiyv fae 
crificed their own interett. to ©! nblie 
weal, Accorcing to them ha pioeis con- 
hited not in opulence, but in the cone 
fcioufneis of having pertormed virtuous 
actions. In their opinion they left their 
children ample wea th if they bequeathed 
to them the efleem and confideration of 
the public; an honourable death appeared 
in their eyes preferable to an inglorious 
ob{curity. Inftead of extending and mule 
tiplying the laws, they were conttantly on 
the watch lealt any citizen might deviate 
from the inftitutions of their anceftors.— 
They feemed to vie with each other who 
fhould render the greatelt fervice to his 
country. It was by conterring favours, 
and not by the terror of the arms, that 
they retained their allies. Friends of vir- 
tue, their word was held more i) violable 
than the mott facred oaths at the pretent 
day. Firm and uniform in their c ndu&, 
they fulfilled their engagements with 
greater reguierity than if they hat been 
compelled to perform them. Compal. 
fionate and humane, they treat d the weak 
as—if they withed that thofe who were 
ftrencer than themfelves m ght treat them 
in like manner. In thort, while Miongly 
devo'ed to the government under which 
they lived, they never cea elo reg id all 
Greece as their ¢ommon coun'ty. ;

It may not be amifs to obferve, that 
different authors have exhibited very dif. 
ferent views of the United States. Brif- 
fot faw every thing with the determined 
eye of a democratic prejudice. Imlay has 
been accufed of depicting a paradile, 
sthen he thou'd have defcribed a countiy 5 
nor have writers be-n wanting, who, actu- 
ated by attachment to monarchical prin- 
ciples, have viewed with equal horror and 
difguft every principle, production, and 
climate, of republican America. Nor 
can it be denied that a late celebrated 
Fyench writer, foured by perfonal incivi- 
Jities, and pe:haps repenting of former 
political crimes and herefies, has added 
one more to the number of thofe who 
have cone injuftice to this country by 
their defciiptions. Two writers muf, 
however, be exempted from either charge. 
‘Thomas (now Judge) Cooper's ‘* Faés 
relative to the United States,”” publithed, 
I believe, in 1794, and the ** Letters” of 
Mr. Toulmin, Secretary of State for the 
itate of Kentucky, publifhed in the 
Monthly Magazine, are equally creditable 
to the veracity and judgment of thofe 
gentlemen. I mean not, however, to af- 
fert, that the other writers have inten- 
tionally erred. ‘The obfervations of all 
men are limited, and the traveller is, cf 
all others, moft apt to be deceived. In 
paffing haftily through any country, he 
pollefles but little opportunity of appre- 
ciating character, and thereby judging of 
the verity of the narrative he hears. His 
mind is frequently foured by little difap- 
pointments and perplexities, and his eye, 
its faithful pencil as well as mirror, depicts 
in fuch deiormity and error, that, diffe- 
rently circumilanced, he would not him- 
icif again recognize the feenery he has 
purchated,

The deftroying axe of falt-increafing mil- 
lions is however rapidly opening the coun- 
try. The effect this may have on our au- 
tumnal dieafes I fhall not attempr to fug- 
et; it may not however be improper to 
remark, that fo immenfe a quantity of ve- 
setadle matter in a ftate of decompofition, 
evolving carbonic gas, cannot fail to pro- 
duce very bereficial effects. This gas 
being, as is well known, irrefpirable,’ and 
heavier than atmofpheric air, rolls from 
the higher to the lower ecountry, com- 
bines with the hydrogene, alfo an irrelpir- 
able air, which 1s emitted by the marhhes, 
and elevated by the heat of a burning 
fun, is abferbed by the lungs, and may 
poibly be produdctive of our biltous inter- 
mitient and remittent fevers. The great 
athnity between thefe difeafcs and the vel- 
low. fever, although the latter is infinitely 
more fatal, would feem to juftify an opi- 
nion that it is produced by timilar vapours, 
heightened by azote emitted in the decom- 
pohtion of animal matter, which in the 
autumns is fuffered too trequently in our 
cities. My own experience in this cruel 
dieaie, when at Alexandria, appears to 
jutify this opinion, In 1803 it burft out 
in the lower parts of the town, near the 
marfhes, and the difealed parts thereof 
might have been furrounded by a ribband.

He wrovs 

the paffage from memory, fince his bocks 

in Pahlavi and Deri are not yet brought to 
Bengal. It is a fuppofed anfwer of Ini, 
or God, to Zeratufht, who head atked by 
what means mankind could attain happi. 
nefs.” Then follows an engraved plate 
of the paffage in the Zend charaflers, and 
the fame text in Italic letters, with Sir 
W.’s tranflation, both of which mut be 
produced here, becaufe of the u’e, or n- 
ther the abufe, which Mr. Du Perron 
makes of them.

Zend, fo as to afford, at leaft toa four 
critic, room to doubt whether he uader- 
food evea the Perfian.”” 

The talfity ot this ftatement your read- 
ers will at once perceive. Sir W. Jones 
des not produce this as a fpecimen of 
Zeod; outhe contrary he afferts, in the 
introduction to it, that it is ** a {pecimen 
of the old Perhan language and character, 
which Bahman wrote down from memory, 
a his books in Pahlavi (the anciewe Pee- 
fico-Chaldaic) and Deri (the polifhed dia- 
let of the Perfan) had not been then 
brought to Bengal.’ Does not this de- 
monttrate that Sir W. Jones did not mil- 
take this for Zend, but produced it mere- 
ly asa tpecimen of ancient Pertian before 
vsadmixiure with Arabic words ? But 
Sir W. Jones calls this ** a curious paf- 
laze from the Zend. He does; and 
tough it is difficult to know in what fenfe 
he wes the term Zend (for it has feveral), 
yet it isevident he does not mean the lan- 
guage fo called, as he had immediately 
betore aflerted the paflage is a {pecimen of 
the ancient Pesfian. Bahman, the author 
of it, was accuitomed to call the danguage 
inwhich his prophet’s book was written 
Avelta, aud the Jetters Zend.—See Sir 
W. Jones’s Works, vol. i-, p- 80. And 
it ts probable he quoted as from tie Zend- 
Aveita, though the piece is too fwre to 
make 4 part of the work tranflated by M, 
Du Perron. It is likely, however, that 
Sir William ufed the term merely to de- 
ignate thofe principles of the Zendic reii- 
gion proteffed by his friend Bahman. 

As T with todo Mr. Du P. ftvié&t juf- 
tice ia every relpeét, I think it right to 
produce his amended text and accurate 
verfany as he terms them (vera lecTione 
roututa additaque accuraia wverfione, 
“c.)y of the paflage in dilpute, which

Mr. Du Perron introduces it thus :—

What Mr. Du P.'s readers may gain by 
this amended text and accurate verfon, I 
fhall not pretend to fay, but I rather fuf- 

e&t that no man can obtain any addition- 
al_information from either. To me the 
changes made feem to an{wer no other pur- 

ofe than certain paintings do on fume o'd 
cathedral windows—they prevent the light 
from coming in. ; - 

Mr. Du P. has changed ri/fakbi into 
viftakhi, this, if not ao error of the prefs, 
may be fuch Zend as is exhibited in the 
aendidad Sade, but it is neither Pelilevi, 
Arabic, nor Perfian. - 

Now fuppofle the original text exhibired 
in the Afiatic Refearches be incorrecily 
written, as Mr. Du P. afferts, what had 
Sir William Jones to do with ths? He 

roduced it as it was written down by 
Bahman: to have altered or to have tore 
cured it by criticilin, would have been ab- 

,G2 fard. 
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furd. We have had fac jimiles af two 
ancient MSS. publithed, the Codex Alex- 
andrinus and the Codex Beza, in which 
there are many prammatical errors: had 
we atked Drs. Woide and [cipling, the 
editors, why they publifhed them fo ? 
What would they have aniwered ? Why 
this, ** We were bound in con{cience and 
honour to give a faithful copy of our MS., 
and the copy is precifely the fame as the 
original.” Had trey reduced thefe vene- 
rable remains of antiquity to every punc- 
tilio of critical requ.tition, of what ufe 
would their labours have been to the re- 
public of letters, or to biblical criticifm ? 
None. 

It Sir William Jones had changed a 
fingle word in Bahman’s autograph, every 
critic would have deemed it an unwar- 
rantable licenfe, 

But Mr. Du P., difdaining to be*bound 
by the rules of corre& criticifin, plunges 
at once into reform, and alters the text ; 
and he may alter it as he pleafes, and fo 
may any other gentleman, and call his al- 
tered copy more correc? than the original : 
and what then ? Why it is no longer the 
original of Bahman, but the altered copy 
of another, and in juft criticifin of no ufe or 
importance whatever. 

It may be afked, ** Why does Mr. Du 

P. alter Bahman’s text >? Why, tomake 
his readers believe that Sir W. J. (through 
bis ignorance) was impofed upon by the 
Parfee, and that he could not d ftinguith 
Pehlevi from Zend, or either from medern 
Perfian! Hence his firitt unfounded affer- 
tion that Sir W. J. believed ihe janguage 
to be Zend (which I have already, I hope, 
fulticiently expofed); and a ficond affer- 
tion, which I fhall now produce, that the 
words are mere modern Perfian, which 
Sir W. J. could not dittinguith trom 
Zend :——"* Etiam recentem Perficum efe, 
quifque Pevfict tdiomatis peritus flatim de- 
prekendet.” p. 847. 

Now, Sir, I venture to affert, that there 
is not a Perfian fcholar in Evrope or Afia 
who would write the fame fenie m fuch 
terms as thofe found in the copy taken from 
Bahman, nor even in that produced by 
Mr. Du Perron, though manufactured for 
the purpofe. Among feveral cthirs, one 
efential chara&teriltic of modern Perfian 
is wanting, Viz., the common proportion 
of Arabic words. 


In the piece produced in the Afiatic Re- 
fearches there ia but oue term Ws 


Abalik) which appears to be Arabic, and 
this, though a common term tor the Cre. 
ator an the latter language, might have 
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been an original word botrowed by sy 
Arabic ; or both the Arabic and ancient 
Perfian might have had the fame term 1 
expreis the fame idea, which ocesfionaly 
happens in all languages where tei. 
borrowing n-r lending takes place tore 
fecondly, Bahman, as he quoted Soe 
memery, might have forgotten the rel 
Periian word, and fubftituted the p! ecedin: 
Arabic word forit, At any rate, neithes 
the word, nor the ftru&ure of the whole 
paflige, will afford any ground for Mr. 
Du Peiron’s mott illiberal cenfure, 

But wha: is molt difingenuous in this 
bufineis is, hi corrupting the text of Ss 
W. Jone., and then printing that corrupt. 
ed text as the counterpart of that in the 
Afiztic Refearches. Above, the tea'er 
has tne text as it ftands in the Afiatic Re. 
feerches 3 the following is chat which Mr. 
Du P. preterids he has c pied from thx 
work, as the text of Sir W. Jones: the 
corrupted or falfcly-copied words I hive 
dittinguifhed by Roman chara&ers.

the Aliatic Refearches hati mifled him, 38 
it probably did on a former occalion : om 
when I compared that with the Catcutts 
edition, and both with the lame pace 
Sir W. Jones’s Werks, vol. i, ps 2175 
and, to compicte the evidence goto oe 
collated the three copies with one _— 
Taaleek charadter, waich I received a 
Ind'a, I t-und nothing to gio 
thole corruptions of Sir W. Jo i mon 
which difgrace the page in the Oupaee 
Whether theie corruptions, ©n —_* 
mucn of Mr. Du P.’s invective wag wl 
ed, proceeded from carelsfiincls, oF ine 
thing worie, I pretend not to devesmim™ 
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cnall meafure of honeft difpleafure in my 

«ind, trom which however, I am relieved 

hy recoilecting the faying of the Rev. 
A. Blackwall, author of ‘* The Sacred 

Claes defended,” who, when queftioned 

concerning his literary attainments by one 
who ould have topped at Jericho till his 
beard had grown, aniwered, becomingly 
indignant, ‘* Boy! Ihave forgotten more 
shan you have ever learnt.** I will not, 
Sir, pretend to fay, that Mr. Du P. does 
sot urderitand Perfian ; his literal tranf 

lation of the Oupnek*hat is an ample proof 
cf the contrary ; nor can [ join iffue with 
certain critics, who aflert ** he does not 
unterdand Sanfereet, thouch he has pro- 
nid to enrich the republic of letters 
with a Santereet Lexicon.’ Their proofs 
do not convince me 3 and the allertion I 
think diingenuous, and unautherized by 
the fubje@ of their criticifm. I leave 
him, therefore, in full poffetfion of all his 
honours, and of that meafure of literary 
tame which he has fo dearly earned 5 2d 
heartily lamenc that his conduct fhould 
have provoked others to compare him 
with Sir W. Jones, to whofe firit rate ta- 
lents, elegant accomplifliments, various, 
extenfive, and recondite licerature, he can 
have few juitifiable pretentions. His 
friends will regret that he had not recol- 
lected the fable of ** The Frog and the 
Ox,” as then this exceptionable part of 
the Supplement to the Oupnek’ bat had ne- 
ver appeared, and the tranflitor of the 
Zend-Aveita had not overftrained himéelf, 
by endeavouring to equal the firft prefident 
ofthe Afiatic Society. 

It is but jult to add, that his country- 
men have fhewn a becoming difapproba- 
tion of his unqualified cenfure of different 
literary charaéters. If I miftake not, his 
treatment of the Afiatic Society is glanc- 
ed at in the following paftige in-the De- 
cade Philofophique tor O&. 12, 1802 :— 
“Environner de tout lappareil de leru- 
cition des contes tres inferieurs aux Mille 
etun Nuits, et de raifonnements qui valent 
encore moins 5 sen prevaloir pour traiter 
avec une morofité dedaigneute des ecri- 
vains qui ont dit eloguemment des choles 
i nies ; en prendre occafion de taxer 
dignorance et de barbarie une generation 
qui cherche a s’éclaires, et ume compagnie

HE late Mr. Baldwin, of Prefcor, in 

this county, well known from his 
aerial excurfion trom Chetter, uitd gene. 
rally, when walking or g: ing on hs ordi. 
nary bufinels, to wear corcive foe ticles, 
which he always removed when be read, 
wrote, or did any thing whie's required 
diftin® vifiin. The realon he atlizned 
for a cuftom fo fingular appeared to me 
fo ingenious and well founded, that I often 
urged him to publith the difcovery, which 
I believe he incendsd to have done, but as 
I do not ree lect to have feca itin any 
periodical work, and coneeive that the 
idea delerves firious attention, I thal en- 
deavour to commun.cate it in as eoncile a 
manner as poffibie. 

It is well known that the eye grows 
flatter as a perion advances in lite, in con- 
fequence of which the focus falls patt the 
retina, and produces confufed vition. To 
remedy this evil convex giafles are ap- 
plied, which, by converging the rays, 
throw the image more diftin@ty on the re- 
tina. Mr. Baldwin's fight was naturally 
weak, and he had formerly, like other per- 
fons in a fimilar fituation, worn convex 
glaffes, till it occurred to him, that, if he 
accuftomed himfelt to the ufe of concave 
glaffes, the flatnefs of the eyes would be 
gradually counterséted. On making the 
experiment, he found that it anlwered his 
expectations io fully, that he foon was 


enabled to fee very well with glafles of a 


flight concavity, and cn removing them 
could read the {mallet print, or mend a 
pen, with great eale. — . 

I repeated the experiment, and am fully 
convinced that very beneficial effects may 
be derived from the habit, 1 began with 
No. 1, and afterwards ufed No. 2, through 
which in a fhort time I could tee very 
well, and always found m9 tig!.t evidently 
refrefhed and (trengtiencd. 

Many faéts which da:ly prefent them- 
felves render Mr. Baldwin's theory very 
probable. ; 

Short or long fight, theugh often natu- 
ral defe&ts in tue form of the eye Wiclt, 
may be materially aggravated by habit ; 
thus watchmakers, engravers, we, Wie

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females who few very fine work, generally 
acquie fhort fight 5 and, on the contrary,

It fees very evident that Mr. Balds 
win’s idea is juft, for the following rea- 
tons. 

When a glafs of a flight concavity is 
firit applied to along fighted perion, or to 
one who has been accultomed to wear con- 
vex gilafles, the eye, which poffefles the 
wondcrtul property of adapting itklf to 
vaiious dittances, and an infinite variety of 
circumitances, initanily braces up, and by 
its effort to lee clearly becomes more con- 
vex ; and by perievering ‘n the ufe of thefe 
glaff.s the mutcies. f this organ probably 
acquire the habit of retaining the convex- 
ity thus obtained 5 which may {till be in- 
creafed by the gradual adeption of deeper 
CONCcAaVes,. 

It this :eafoning is true, there can be 
little doubt but that the application of 
convex glafles to fhort-fighted perfons in 
the early tages of that defect might alfo 
be produive of good effects. 

Though I am well aware that the conff- 
derati-n of this fubject requires more in- 
veftigation than 1 can beitow upon it, yet 
I could not, in juttice to the ingenious 
Mr. Baldwin, retiain from preferring his 
clam to a diicovery which promites to be 
no mean addition to our prefent fttate of 
information on fo very interefting a fub- 
jet. 

In hope, Sir, that fome perfon compe- 
tent to the talk will invcitigate this fub- 
ject as thorougily as its importance de.

connection. The moft general aceeptaicr 
of the verb to which we allude is, | to 
acquire a habit 5° and i's pofition in +h.

no cther fenfe. Thus this author, whom 
we might almoft term infallibly corres 
by the improper choice of one word a>, 
pears to fay that ** To acquire the habit 
of a round-about method of expreffion 
promotes the ftrength of a fentence,” 
whereas he intends a meaning the very Ie- 
verfe. 

In ancther acceptation of the verb we 
may fay, * To contra& a difcourfe ;'« To 
contraét therules of fyntax ;° and the idea 
of abridging them immediately occurs to 
the mind. Again, ‘ To contract vicious 
habits ;* § To contra&t errors of any kind,’ 
explain their own meaning. But, ¢ To 
contraé a round-about method of exprel- 
fion” is not equally clear ; and which, be- 
fides being liable toa falfe conftruétion, is 
a great impropriety, where words fully 
expreffive of the real fenfe might have been 
felected. 

The fubje&t of perfpicuity is not one of 
the familiar kind where a lefs degree of 
precifion is requifite ; and if precifion, it 
perlpicuity in writing, be requilite, it 
muft be more particularly fo in thole 
works where the fubjeét itlelf is treated 
of, and the rules relating to it laid down, 
the ftudent is otherwife in danger of con- 
traéting an error which it is important be 
fhould avoid. a 

In the following paflage on Perfpicuttys 
page 241, there appears a violation of the 
22d rule. Speaking of the introductios 
of Latin words into our compofition, the 
author obferves, ** In general, a plain, > 
tive ftyle is not cnly more intelligible 7 
all readers, but by a proper na vs 
of words it can be made equally ~~ ar 
expreflive with this Latinized Engli > Ie 
any foreign idioms.’’—It fhould be, Pe 
not only more intelligible to all reade 
than this Latinized Englifh, or any foreiga 
idioms, but by a proper management 7 
can be made equally itrong and exp!

THE chara&ter of the Emperor Tibe. 
T rius became fo odious to pofterity, 


cad we receive it with fuch unfavourable 
prepoteffions, that whatever there was 
in his conduét which in another prince 
would have commanded our applaule, is 
cither totally forgetten, or viewed with 
(uipicion and diflike. To this muft be 
atributed the little notice we find taken 


by the colleétors of hiftorical beauties of 


an incident which, had it happened under 
a better reign, might have been painted as 
one of the fineft and moft affecting fcenes 
in the Roman hiftory. I fhall give a 
imple relation of it, as recorded by Taci- 
tus, an author certainly not too favour- 
able to the memory of Tiberius. 

On the death of his oaly fon Drufus, 
with whom he appears always to have 
lived on the terms of parental atf-étion, 
betore the corpfe was yet buried, Tiberius 
entered the fenate-houfe with a firm and 
erect mien, and reminding the confuls of 
Heir dignity, who had quitted their chairs 
ot tate in token of griet, he teld the affem- 
bly, That he was fenfible he might in- 
cui blame by appearing before them while 
trecaule of his forrow was forecent; that it 
wasindeed the ufual practice tor mouiners 
“-arcely to be feen by theirnearett relations, 
Rul Tels by the public ;—a practice he 
‘idnot mean to cenfure as unmanly ; but 
‘hat for his own part he fought more effec. 
val confolation inthe bofom of his fellow- 
cuizens.”” Then, expreffing his melan- 
choly feelings on account of the extreme 
ot age of Augufta (Livia), his grand- 
Chidren’s tender years, and his own de- 
“ning health, he defired that the children 
ct Germanicus, the only hope in the pre- 
“nt calamity, might be introduced. The 
“nus accordingly went out, and, after 
Preparing the youths for the folemn fcene, 
Drought them in and placed them before 
‘te Emperor, He took them by the hand, 
‘nd thus addrefled the Senate :—‘ Con- 
‘“ript Fathers, thefe youths, after the lofs 
re gp I committed to the care of 
we hese Ne befought him, though he 
be sale — children of bis own, that

The hiforian tells us that the whole af. 
fembly burit into tears, intermixed with 
the moft ardent vows for the profperity 
ard welfare of the illutrious brochers 
committed to theircharge. Their father, 
Germanicus, had been the favourite of the 
whole Romin people ; and if genuine na- 
tural fenfations can ever be excited ina 
poiitical aflemmbly, the prefent fcene was 
furely calculated to awaken them. That 
Tiberius was a hypocrite in this mof fo- 
lemn and well fupported piece of action is 
fearcely credible ; nor can it eafily be 
fhewn what motive he could have to be. 
cane fuch, Many inttances of his right 
feeling are given by the fame hiftorion ia 
the annals of the early part of his reign, 
and it was only under the influence of jea- 
loufy and fulpicion that he aed the ty.

Th. hitlery of the domefday furvey 
has been to ‘requently repeated, that 
auy general anecdctes relating to it, af re- 
corded here, would be milpiaced. Let it 
fulhice then to cbierve, that tre compila- 
tion of it was a mesfure neceflary to the 
lettlement ot the military confiitution of 
the Normans ; that it was executed by 
Norman c mmiilioners, empowered to in- 
quire upop vew, and wpon the oaths of 
Jur rs 5 ‘hat it was begun in i080, and 
hoifhed in 108653 and that it contained a 
geocral tuivey of every county, and its fe. 
veral Civihons, cities, towns, boroughs, 
Manis, vilis, and cattles; how many men, 
aod ot what condition, every town con- 
tained 5 the quantity and value of the land 
mncach macor, ard the tenures and fer. 
vices by which the feveral tenants held it,

To the mun'ficence of Parliament 
the public were at lalt indebted for the 
compleat publication of the whole ; and 
though many parts of the record may fil 
remain obfcure, the condition even of the 
meaneft village which exifted at its com 
pulation may be afcertained with the com- 
pleateft accuracy. ; 

In the generality of the counties the ¢i. 
ties and capital boroughs are taken notice 
of before the lift of the great landholdersis 
entered ; though in fome they are promil- 
cuouily fcattered.

With a proper allowance for the fami- 
lies of thole who are here enumerated, to- 
gether with the numerous inhabitants of 
the monaltery, it may be tairly computed 
that Wetimoniter at this early period con- 
tained at leait four hundred perfons, if 
not a greater number, 

In Middlefex, as in the other counties, 
the iands are not arranged according to the 
hundreds, but the landholders. The hun- 
dreds, however, which are mentioned by 
their names, are only thofe of Ofluliton, 
Gare, Elihorne, Spelthorne, Edmonton, 
and Hounflowe. ‘The lands of the king 
are fult enumerated ; then thofe of the 
bifhops ; afterwards fuch as belonged to 
monatteries, whether tereign or domettic ; 
the lands of churchmen; the pofleffions of 
the earls, barons, and great men ; thofe of 
the thains ; and laitly tuch as were in the 
tenure of the king's fervants, or officers 
about the court. 

Among the royal lands, Hoiburne, al- 
ready mentioned, is the only place enume- 
rated, 

To the fee of Canterbury belonged the 
manors ot Hela (Hayes), and Herges 
(Harrow). Inthe tormer of thefe, which 
appears to have had wood enough to fup- 
ply pannage tor a hundred hogs, Norwood 
is fuppoted to hive been included. And 
Mr, Ly{ons obterves (Environs ot London, 
ii.g 361), that in the manor of Har. 
row pertons are itil found by the name of 
cotelanders, who held a fmall parcel of 
land, containing five acres or thereabouts, 
and whom he conceives to be probabiy the 
fame with the cotarsi of Domeiday. 

The Bithop of London, it is reprefent- 
ed, held only the manors of Snbenhede 
(Stepney), and Fu'cham., Neither Ac- 
ton, Ealing, Horntey, nor Finchley, are 
to be found ; though the vait quantty of 
land entered under Fulham induced Mr. 
Lyfons to juppof: that Aéton and Ealing 
were included ; and he judicioufly fuggets 
that that part of H ickney which was tor- 
merly pircel ot the bifhopric ot London, 
Was probay included in Stepney.

} acquired the name of Rex Pacificus, 
trom his great anxiety to keep the nation 
from going to war: however, this pacific 
Jiipofition, which he gloried fo much in 
4s to notice it in his fpeeches in Parlia- 
ment, did not fcreen him from obloquy. 
His weak effort to recover the Palati- 
nate which had been wrefted from his fon- 
in-law, who had been ele&ted King of 
Bohemia, was ridiculed on the ftage in 
Flanders: a meflenger was reprefented 
coming in hafte, in a comedy, bringing 
news that the Palatine was like to have a 
formidable army on foot fhortly ; for the 
King of Denmark would furnifh him 
with a hundred thoufand pickled her- 
tings, the Hollanders with a hundred 
thoufand butter-boxes, and England with 
ahundred thoufand ambaffadors: and in 
pictures; in one place the King was re- 
preiented with a fcabbard without a 
ivord; in another with a fword, which 
no one coud pull out, though divers 
itvod pulling ac ir: at Braflels they paint- 
ed him with his pockets hanging out, 
and never a penny in them, nor in his 
pute, turned infide out. In Antwerp 
‘hey pictured the Queen of Bohemia like 
4 por beggar, witt her hair hanging 
aout her ears and her child at her back, 
with the King her father carsying the 
cridle after her ;-and every-one ot thefe 
pictures had feveral mottos exprefling 
taeir malice. *€ Such fcorns and con- 
‘empts (lays Wifon, King James's hil- 
forlan,) weie put upon his Majefty, and 
‘1 Dun Upon the whole nation.”

Howell likewile fays, ‘© On the north 
fide of St. Paul's there was a great cloyf- 
ter environing a plot of ground, of old 
time called Pardon Church-yard. About 
this cloyiter was artificially and richly 
painted the Dance of Mochabray, or 
Dancé ot Death, commonly called the 
Dance of Paul's; the like whereof was 
painted about St. Innocent’s Cloyfter at 
Paris: the meeters or poefie of this Dance 
were tranflated out of French into Eng- 
lf, by Jobn Lidgate, Monk of Bury, 
the Picture of Death leading all Eftares.”

Horatio Nelion, the fourth fon of the 
Rev. Edward Nelfon, re€tor of Burnham. 
Thorpe, in the county of Norfolk, was 
born in the parfonage-houfe of that parith 
September 29, 1758. His family is re- 
fpectable. His tather’s progenitors were 
originally fettled at Hilfborough, where, 
in addition to a {mall hereditary eftate, 
they pcflefled the patronage of the living, 
which one of them* enjoyed tor feveral 

ears. By his mother’st fide he was re- 
fated to three great Norfolk families, the 
Walpoles, the Cholmondeleys, and the 
Townhhends. 

He was placed, while vet of a tender 
aoe, at the high-fhool of Norwich, 
whence he was removed to North-Walih- 
am, both within the precings of his native 
county. But he did not long remain 
there ; for, being the younger f{/n of a nu- 
merous family, an opportunity was eager- 
ly feized ef obtaining fome pri feffional 
employment for him eariy in life. This 
occurred when he was only twelve years 
oid. 

Some difputes having taken place be- 
tween the Courts of St. James’s and Ma- 
érid, relative to the pofleffion of the Falk - 
jand Ifland:, an armament was immediate- 
ly ordered, and Captain Suckling, his 
maternal uncie, having obtained a hip, 
he was placed on his quarter deck as a 
midfhhipman, on boaid tne Raifonable, of 
‘4 guns. But after his fainily had been 
at the expence of his outfit, negotiations 
were entered into, in confequence of 
which hotkilities were fulpended, and a 
treaty concluded, which neither proved 
gratifying to the honour nor the intereits 
of the nation. On this the fhips in com. 
mithon were laid up in ordinary, and the 
ofhecers difimifled. But inflead of return. 
ing home, young Nelfon, who felt no 
abatement of his ardour, entered on board 
amerchantman, in which he made a voy- 
ace to the Welt-Indies.

$ Mrs Nelfon, formerly Mifs Suckling, 
was the grand-doughter of Sir Charles Tur- 
rer, cf Warham, in the county of Norfolk, 
Bart and of Mary, daughter ot Robert Wal- 
pole, Efg. of Houghton, 
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On this occafion, althou , 
confiderable nautical knowlsiys ra 
bare practice extended, yet havin 3 a 
field for his ambition, he became rh ry 
ed, and would have willingly ao 
any other profeffion. On his return _ 
ever, finding that his uncle had obtain’ 
the Triumph, he repaired on board of he 
in his former capacity, and foon ieee 
reconciled to the fervice ; but as he pol. 
fefled an inherent ardour, coupled with an 
an unabating ipirit of enterprize, and 
utter fcoin of danger, he was ever active 
to participate in thote fcenes where know. 
ledge was to be obtained oO! glory earned, 

An opporiunity of this kind foon pre. 
fented itfelf, and appeared admirably e). 
culated to fatiate that romantic tafe for 
adventure which, from the earlied periods 
of his life, feemed at once to fill and to 
agitate the bofom of our youthful hero.— 
One of the moft brilliant circumftances of 
the prefent reign confilts in that {pirit of 
difcovery which has conftantly prevailed 
fince the acceffion of His Majetty to the 
throne. It was in purluance of this plan, 
which was afterwards extended under Cap. 
tain Cooke to another hemifphere, that 
Captain Phipps, afterwards Lord Mul- 
prave, failed June 2d, 1773, towards the 
North Pole. He himfeif was on board the 
Racehorfe, while Captain Lutwidge com- 
manded another bomb veffel called the 
Carcais, both of which had been fitted out 
on purpofe to afcertain to what degiee ot 
latitude it was poflible to penetrate. On 
board the latter of thefe veffeis Mr. Nel- 
fon was admitted with great difficulty, 
and in confequence cf his own preffing fo.

When they had fails’ 
little further north, they became fuddeniy 
fat wedged in the ice, on the gift of i 
fo that the paflage by which the thips ha 
entered was fuddenly and completey 
blocked up, while a ttrong current let 10 
to the eaitward.

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and to abhor any event that could tear 
him from his dear home. But no fooner 
did the Britifh Minifters indicate a deter- 
m nation to inte-pofe in the domettic con- 
cerns of France, and a war appeared un- 
avoidable, than he eagerly repaired to 
town, and off.red his tervices to the Ad- 
miialty. 

For'unately for his country thefe fer- 
Vices were accepted, and he was appoint- 
ed to the Aga:nemson of 64 guns. 

That able and gallant officer Lord 
Hood being at that period appointed to 
command in the Medirerranean, he ac- 
companied him thither, and was prefent 
at the time his Lordfhip occupied Toulon, 
which he gerrifoned with Englith, Spanifh, 
and Neapoli‘an troops. Captain Nelton 
wis alfo prefent at the flege ot Baflia, 
having ianded at the head of a boy of 
f-amen, with whom he ferved in the bat- 
terics untilthe captureot that city, which 
furrendercd May 22, 1795. He after- 
wards repai ed to Calvi, and wh le bully 
empoyes oclore it off aneve. His con- 
duct on b ta th-te oceafions excited the 
h gheit eulociums on the part of the Ad- 
ni who commande. 

On the 25th of April, 1805, being 
accom anted vy the Meleager, Diadem, 
and Peverell, he performed a brilliant ex- 
ploit at Laoaa, h.ving boarded and cut 
out four French ttore thips, by means of 
the boas f his fguadren, under the fire 
ef the battuies, and amidit an inceflant 
ciicha ge of muiquetry Several veflels 
laden with cannon celtined for the hege of 
NManiua, were allo c p ured in the neigh- 
beurhord of Onegha ; that his name 
Levine a cerror to the tos.

Scon after this he was detached with y 
fmall fquadron+ from the Mediterranean. 
fleet, by means of which he fwept the 
adjacent coatts of the enemy, and cut ox 
nine fhips belonging to the French from 
the bays of Alaffio and Anguelia, in the 
neighbourhood of Vado. 

When the Viceroy of Corfica (Sir Gi. 
bert Elliot, now Lord Minto), fore'eeing 
the approaching evacuation of that ifland, 
thought fit to feize on the Vile of Elba, he 
was employed for this purpofe ; ard hav. 
ing firit effe&ted a landing, and then placed 
the Captain of 74 guns within half ap. 
tol thet of the grand baflion, the Give. 
nor confented to a capitulation, and the 
town of Porto-Ferrajo, with one hundied 
pieces of cannon, was immediately fu. 
rendered. 

In December 77956 Captain Nelfon was 
gratified for tis fervices by the permiies 
of hoilting a broad pendant as commoder 
on board La Minerve, in which frigate be 
capcured La Sabina, a forty-gun fhip= 
O. the enemy one hundred and fixty-four 
were killed and wounded, while the lo’ 
was only forty-one on boaid his own vel- 
fel. Soon ater this he defcried the Spa- 
nith feet, and immeciately fteered with 
the intelligence to the fquadron commaré- 
ed by Sir J: hn Jervis, who by hisconcv:t 
on that day (February 14, 1797) merited

bis tine of battle, asa number of the fhips 
had heen feparated from the main body, 
Seizings therefore, the critical moment 
when they were ftill in diforder, by carry- 
ing a orels of (vil the Erglith fuddenly 
pailed through the Spanith fquadron, after 
which they tacked in fo judicious a man- 
ner, as to cut off all that portion which hed 
fallen to leeward. About eleven o'clock 
the fignal was made from the Victory fer 
clofe ficht, and afrer a fevere cannonade 
thefollowing fhips were captured : 


3. Salvador dcl Mundo, 112 guns. 
2. San Jofet, 112 guns. 

3. San Nicolas, 80 guns. 

3. San Yiidoro, 74 guns. 


The following account of the condué 
of Lord Ncifon upon this occafion was 
drawa up by an officer of the army, who 
happened ‘o be on board at the time : 


“When Sir John Jervis (now Lord St, 
Vincent) on the 4th of February, 1797, 
ad accomp! fhed his bold intention of break- 
ing the enemy's line, the Spanifh Admiral, 
who had been feparated to windward with his 
tain body, confifting of eighteen fhipsof the 
line, from nine fhips that were cut off to 
leeward, app-ared to make a movement, as 
if with a view to join the latter. This de- 
fign was completely fruftrated by the timely 
epoofition of Commodore Nelfon, whofe fta- 
ton in the rear of the Britith line afforded 
him an opportunity of obferving this man- 
euvre: his thip, the Captain, had no fooner 
palfed the rear of the enemy's fhips that were 
tv windward, than he ordered her to wear, 
and ftood on the other tack towards the 
enemy. 

** In executing this bold and decifive man- 
euvre, the Commodore reached the fixth thip 
trom the enemy’s rear, which bore the Spa- 
nith Admirai’s fag, the Santiffima Trinidada, 
of 136 guns, a thip of four decks, reported 
to be the largeftin the world. Notwith{tand- 
ing the inequality of forces the Commodore 
intently engaged this coloifa! opponent, and 
for a confidersbie time had to conteud not 
only with her, but with her fecond a-head 
ani a ern, each of three decks. While he 
Maintained this unequal combat, which was 
viewed with admiration, mixea with anxiety, 
his friends were flying to his fupport 3 the 
enemy's atten'ion was foon direéted to the 
Culloden, Captain Troubridge, and ina fhort 
time after to the Blenheim, of 90 guns, 
Captain Frecerick, who opportunely came to 
'S atuftance.

+ Captain Proubridge’s fpirited fupport o! 
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the Commodore, tozcther with the approach 
of the Blenheim, followed by Rear- Admiral 
Parker, with the Prince Gecrve, Orion, Ire 
refiftible, and Diadem, not far diftant, deter. 
mined the Spanifh Admira! to change his de- 
fign altogether, and to throw out the fignal 
for the fhips of his main body to hau! their 
wind, and make fail on the lardoard-tack. 

** Not a moment was lott in Improving the 
advantage now ipparent in favour of the Br'- 
tifh fguadron. As the thipsof Rear-Admiral 
Parker's divifion aprroach*d the enemy's 
fhips, in fupport of the Captain (Commodore 
Nelfon’s ship), and her gallant fecords, the 
Blenheim and Culloden, the cannonade he- 
Came more animated and impreflive In this 
minner did Commodore Ne!ion engage a Spa- 
nifh three-decker, until he had nearly ex- 
pended all the ainmuniticn in bis thip, which 
had fuffered the lots of her fore-rop-maft, and 
received fuch confiderable camage in her fails 
and rigging, that the was almolt rendered bors 
du combat. At this critical period the Spa- 
nith three-decker having lott her mizen-maf, 
fell on board a Spanith two-decker, of $4 
guns, that was her fecond: this latter thip 
confequently now became the Commodore's 
Opponent, and a moft vigorous fire was kept 
up for fome time by both fhips within pittol- 
fhot. 

‘* It was now that the Commodore's thip 
Joft many men, and that the damages already 
fuftained, through the long and arcuous con- 
Ait which fhe had maintained, appeared to 
render a continuance of the conteft in the 
ufual way precarious, or perhazs tmpotlible. 
At this critical moment the Commodore, 
from a fudden impulfe, inftantly refolved on 
a bold and decifive meafure, and determined, 
whatever might bethe event, to attempt his 
Opponcnt {word in hand; the boarders were 
fummoned, and orders given to lay his hip 
on board the enemy. 

‘* Fortune favour: the brave | Nor on this 
occafion was fhe unmindful of her favourite. 
Ralph Willet Miller, the Commodore's cap. 
tain, fo judicioufly dire&ed the courfe ot his 
fhip, that he laid her aboard the ftarboard- 
quarterof the Spanifh eighty-four, her {prite 
fatt=y 1rd pafling over the enemy's poop, and 
hooking in her mizen-fhrouds 3 when the 
word to board being givea, the officers and 
feamen ce(tined for th’s verilous duty, head 
ed by Lieutenant Berry, together with the 
detachment of the fixty ninth regiment, com 
moaded by Lieutenant Pearfony then GUINg 
duty a marines on boari the Captaing paired 
with rapidity on board the enemy's inp, and 
in a fhort time the San Nicholas was in pel- 
fethon of her intrepid ala lants.

aitack ; paling from the foreechains of his 
own thip into the eremy’s quarter-gallery, 
and thence through the cabin to the quarter. 
deck, where he arrived in time to receive the 
{word of the dying commander, who had 
been mortally wounded by the boarders. 

‘¢ He had not been long employed in tak- 
ing the neceflary meafures to fecure this 
hard earnedcongueft, when he founa himfelf 
engaged in a more arduous tafk. The ftern 
of the three-decker, his former opponent, 
was placed vire&tly amidthips of the weather- 
beam of the pr’ze, San Nicolas, and from her 
poop and galleries the enemy forely annoyed 
with mufquetry the Pritifh who had boarded 
the San Nicolas. The Commodore was not 
long in refolving on the conduét to be adopted 
upod this momentous otcafion; the two al- 
ternatives that prefented themfelves to his 
uofhaken mind were, to quit the prize, or 
inftantly board the three decker. Confilent 
in the bravery of his feamen, he determined 
on the latter. Dire&ting therefore an addi- 
tional number of mento be fent from the 
Ceptain on board the San Nicholas, the un- 
dGaunicd Commodore, whom no danger ever 
appalled, headed himfelf the affailants in this 
new attack, exclaiming, * Weitminifter Ab- 
b.y, or gloricus viétory !° 

“¢ Succefs in a few minutes, and with little 
lofs, crowned the enterprize. Such indeed 
wes the panic occafioned by his preceding 
condu@, that the Britith no fooner appeared 
on the quarteredeck of their new opponent, 
than the Commandant advanced, and, afking 
for the Britith commanding «fficer, dropped 
on one knee, and prefented his fword, apolo- 
gizing at the fame time for the Seanifh Ad- 
miral’s not appearing, as he was dangeroully 
wounded. For a moment Commodore Nelion 
corld fcarcely perfuade himfelf of this fecond 
intance of gcod fortune ; he therefore orcer- 
ed the Spanifh Commandant, who had the 
rank of a brigadier, to affemble the oificers on 
the quarter-ceck, and direét means to he 
taken inftantly for communicating to the 
crew the furrender of the fhip. Al! the offi- 
Cc1s immediately appeared, and the Commo. 
Wore had the furrender of the San Jofef duly 
confirmed by each of them delivering his 
{word. 

‘* The Coxfwain of the Commodore’s barge 
(John Sykes, fince dead) had attended clofe 
by his fid: throughout this perilous attempr. 
To him the Commodore gave in charge the 
{words of the Spanith officers as he received 
them ; and the undaunted tar, as they were 
deiwwered to him, tucked thefe honourable 
trophies under his arm with all the coofnefs 
imaginable. [e¢ was at this moment alfy chat 
a ‘ritith tailor, who had long fought under 
the Commodore, came up in the fulnefs of 
his heart, and excufing the liberty he was 
taking, afkedto thake him by the haad, to 
congtetulate him upon fecing him fafe on the 
quetter deck of 4 Spanish ihiee-decker, 
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“ This new conqueft had fearce} 
and the Commodore returned on board » 
San Nicholas, when the latter thip was dies 
vered to be on fire in two places, ke 4 
firft moment appearances were alarming ™ 
the prefence of mind and refources of the 
Commodore and his officers in this eating 
foon got the fire under. 

‘ec A fignal was immediately made by the 
Captain for boats to affift in difentang)ing ber 
from the two prizes ; and as fhe was incapad|s 
of further fervice until refitted, the Conn 
dore again hoifted his pendant for the moment 
on board La Minerve frigate, and in the eves. 
ing thifted it to the Irrefittibie, Captain Mir. 
tin; but as foon as the Captain was refers 
he rehoifted his pendant on board the latter 
fhip.”” 

The effe&t produced at home by this 
victury was prodigious. Great rejoicing: 
took place every where; the officers of 
the victorious Heet received the thanks of 
boi Houfes of Parliament ; the King 
conferred a patent of an earldom, witha 
penfion of 30001. per annum, on the Com. 
mander-in-Chief ; while Commodore Ni’. 
fon, by whofe gallantry and exertions two 
of the prizes had been taken, was honour 
ed with the Order of the Bath, togeiter 
with a gold medal and chain. 

In confequence of a promotion in the 
navy, Sir Horatio hoifted his flag asa 
rear-admiral of the blue in April 1797, 
and was detached foon after to bringaway 
the garrifon of Porto-Ferrajo. After per- 
forming this fervice, on the 27th of May 
he changed to the Thefeus, and was ap- 
pointed to command the inner-{quadron 
then blockading Cadiz. . 

An attempt was wade by him, durng 
the night of the 3d of July, to bombard 
this city, and he cunduced this enterprize 
with his ufual fpirit and refolution, the 
Thuaderer bomb having bern ftationed, 
under his management, within two thov- 
{and five hundred yards or the wall. — 
On this the Spaniards, anxious to prevent 
the confequences, fent out all their armed 
crait, coniiting of mortars, gun-boats, 
and launches. ‘The conflict was long #0 
obftinate ; both fides exhibited great md 
lour; and a fingularevent enfued, fcarce'y 
to be paralleled in the hiftory of modcia 
wariare. The brave Don Miguel Terr 
fon, who commanded the armament, = 
barge rowed by twenty-fix oars and pai 
men, made a moft delperate wary viet 
power Sir Horatio Nelion and se" 
crew. They fought with thew (w . . 
hand to hand, and the conflict was '0%5 
and doubtful. At length, agen 
eightecn of his crew having been BY 
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and him@lf together with the rentainder 
wounded, the Spanifh Rear-Admial 
fheered off. Nor was the Bririth Com- 
monlerexempt from danger 5 for Captain 
Freemantle, who accompanied him, was 
hurt, and his coxiwain Sykes, together 
with feveral failors, difabled. 

Two nights atter another bombardment 
was attempted, and effe ced with luperior 
fucce’s; for ten (ail of the Tine, including 
the fag-hips of the Admirals Mazz.eco 
and Gravina, were obliged to waip out 
of the range of the fhells. Lord St. Vin- 
cent, no indiilerent judge of bravery and 

sd condud, concludes an account of 
theleachievemente, ia a letter addreTed to 
the Aduinalty, with emphatically oblerv- 
ing, That any prai'e of his would fall 
far thort of Admiral Nelfon’s ner ts.” 

The next exploit in which we find him 
engaged was an attempt to obtain polle{- 
tion of Teresiife, Earl St. Vincent hiv- 
ing received inteilizence, while itacioned 
cf Cadiz, that this iflind was utterly 
defticute of the means of defence, and 
that a confiderable quantity of treafure 
had been landed there, deteimine! to de- 
tach a (yuadron again it, commanded by 
ap enterpriling officer, Rear-Admural 
Nelfon being accordingly fele¢ted for this 
purpale, was invefted with the command 
of the following thips :

This armament arrived before Santa- 
Cruz on the 22d of July, £797, and as it 
was intended to take the place by furprife, 
the undert iking was deferred until night, 
but the morning was far advanced, in 
: niequence of unforeleen delays. A 
dody of men, including one thouiand ma- 
fines, was then landed under the direc- 
"on of Captain (now Admiral Sir Tho- 
m8) Trowbridge of the Cull din, alfitt-

Admit al Nel ‘on, wha had gone on fhore 
with the firtt divifion, accompanied it 
nearly to the {pot which was vettined for 
the affaulr 5 bur having Lit his right arm 
by a cannon-fhot, he was left 'eund— 
His fon in-law, Lieut vin. (now Cant) n) 
Niibitt, of che royal navy, oo miffine his 
leader, returned, and finding him tpeech. 
lefs, placed Sir Horatio on his back, and 
carried him to a beat, which conveyed 
him on board the Thefeus under a mott 
tremendous fire rrom the enemy's batie. 
ries. 

While their Commander lay in this de- 
plorable fiate, the Torming-party advanc- 
ed, {caled tne walls, and peneti ited into 
the great fquare of the town, wheie hav- 
ing fomcd, tothe oumber of about tour 
hundred, they muched towords the cta- 
del, but found it too trong fer them to 
attack with acy hooss of fuceels, being 
unprovi ed with Cannon. 

In the mean time Captain Trowbridge 
was informed by (ome of his prifoners tht 
alarge body of Spaniards, allitted by fame 
French, and fupported by five field-picces, 
was prepuing to give them battle. On 
this, perceiving the utter unpoffibility of 
receiving any further aid from tue hhips, 
he diipatched Captain Hovd with a met. 
fage to the Spanith Governor, purporting, 
«© That if he would allow him treely, and 
without molettation, to embark his people, 
and turnifh him wich boats tor that pure 
poit, in the place of thofe which had been 
ftove, the (quadron before the town fhould 
not be perinitted to moleft it.” On his 
Excellency’s replying, “* That they muit 
furrender prifoners ot war,” the meilen- 

er obierved, * That if the terms preter 


red by him were not inttantly complied) 


with, Santa-Cruz would be (et fie to, 
and the Spaniards attacked at the point of 
the bayonet.” 

On hearing this refolute declaration, 
Don Juan Astonio Gurtucez thought it 
prudent to comply, and Captain Drow 
bridge immediately marched with hismen, 
colours flying and drums beaing, to tue 
head of the mole, where boats being fur- 
nihed by the Spaniards, they immediate. 
ly embarked, their wounded men having 
been kindly received into the hotpial, 
while thofe who had efcaped urtivit fe. 
ceive a plentiful fupply ef previtons of 
all kinds. 

Sir Horatio immediately seturned ta 
England, and it was not until many 
months after his arm had been amputated, 
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that he was pronounced out of danger.— 
On his firlt appearance at Court, His 
Maijefty received him in rhe moft gracious 
manner, and was pleafed to exprefs 
recret that his ftate of health and wounds 
were likely to deprive the nation of his 
future fervices. On this the gallant and 
undaunted tir replied, wh ali that en- 
thuftafm neculiar to his charatter, ‘* I can 
never think that a lofs which she perfor- 
mance of my duty has occefioned 5 and 
fo long as I have a foot to faid on, I will 
compat formy king au! coun'ry.”” 

As it was presofed at this period to 
confer a peofion of roool. per annum up- 
on him, on accouni of his ex,loits ant 
his lofles, it became neceffary, according 
to the cuit mof “:< navy, that he fhould 
give ih a Ciltingt ltatesnent of bis claims. 
In conlequence of this he drew up the 
following caper, which flands unrivaled 
in its kina either $a our own or any other 
fervice whatlucver.

The eyes of all Europe were at that m> 
ment fixed on Bonaparte. After ho. 
ng Italy, and effecting @ peace on ¢ 
Continen’, he had fitted outa large fi 
and embarked an army of veteran foldiers. 
Ihe immediate object of his attack was 
as yet unknown ; and while mankin,| re. 
mained involved in fufpente, the Englith 
Miniftry deemed it prudent to fit out a 
{quadron in purtuit ot him, 

Sir Horatio Ne!fow, the officer fixed «pon 
for the comman:, was de:acied by Ex! 
St. Vincent into the Medi erranean, o9 
on the 7th of May, 1798, with his fas 
fly:ng on board the Vanguard, of 74 guns, 
together with the Orion and Alexsnder, of 
egual force, the Emeérald and Terplichor 
frizatcs, and La Bonne Citovenne dloop of 
war. Having reached the Gulph of Ly- 
ons, thry were affailed by a very violent 
gale of wind, which carried away a top- 
malt, as well as the feremait, of the Rear. 
Admiral’s thip, on the 22d, the very day 
on which the Freach fleet, with Bonaparte 
ov board, failed from Toulon. Having 
refitted in St. Pierre’s road, in the ifland of 
Sardinia, the harbour of which they were 
not alicwed to enter, the Englifh (quadron 
reached the place of rendezvous on the sth 
of June, and were joined, on the 8th, by 
ten fail of the Jing under Captain Trow- 
bridge. a 

With this force, which he deemed {ut-

toarchor, mea‘ures were taken for carry- 
ing this idea into effeét, notwithtanding 
the Cullen had grounded on Bequier 
liland. Thre Goliath and Zealous, toge- 
"ee with the Oricn, the Audacious, and 
the Thefeus, led i:fide, and received a 
molt tremendous fie from the van of the 
‘et, a8 well as the batteries on fhore, 
while the Var guard anchored on the out- 
ide of the enemy, within haifa piftol thot 
ot Le Spmtian, The Minotavr, De- 
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fence, Bellerophon, Majeftic, Swiftfore, 
and Alexander, came up in fucceffion ; 
and Cantain Thompfon of the Lean ‘er, 
making up in feamanthip for the efi. 
ciency of a fitty gun fhip in point of me- 
tai, dropped her anchor athwart the 
hawte of Le Franklin, an eighty-gun thip, 
in fucn a materly manner, as to annoy 
both her ard L'Orvient. 

Norwithfanding the darknefs that foon 
eniued, Le Guerricr was dilmafted in the 
courfe of a few minutes, while the twi. 
light yet remained ; Le Conque:an’ and 
Le Sparriate were alio foon reduced tog 
fimiuar ftate ; th ee move, L’Aqutlon, Le 
Souverain Peuple, and L- Spartiate, fur. 
rendered; foon after which the Admiral’s 
fhip, L’Ovicn’, was difcovered to he on 
fire, and the flames burit orth with tuch 
rapidity, that great apprehentions were 
entertained not only tir her ivety, hue 
alfo that of fuch tips of the Bu:tith Aeee 
as were in her :mmediate vicinity, 

Sir Horatio Nelion, who had retired be. 
low in contequence of a wound recewes 
during the action, no fooner received in- 
telligence of ths alarming event, than he 
came upon the deck, and, with that inborn 
humanity which as the beft characterittic 
of a hero, bethougnt hm of the mat 
likely means to fave the hves of as many 
of the enemy as poilible. The only boat 
in a condition to {wim was therectore ime 
mediately dilpatched from the Admival’s 
fhip, ana the Commanders of others fol- 
lawing the example, avout feventy lives 
were faved ; and many more woud have 
been re‘cucd trom death, had not the vef 
fel alluded to blown up tuddenly with a 
mot tremendous expiotion. 

[n the mean time the fring con'inued, 
with the interval of this aw ul momene 
only excepted 5 and the victory havin 
been now fecured inthe van, fuch this as 
were not difabled bore duwn upon thole of 


-.the enemy that had not been in the ens 


gagement. 

When the dawn developed the fcene of 
this terrible conflict, orly two fail of the 
line* were diicovered with their colours 
flying, all the ret having ruck their ene 
fizns! Thele, confcious of their ee 
together with two tiigates, cut their 
cables in the courte of the morning, and 
ftood out to fea. 

After this fignal victory, the viortous 
Commander lott no time in returning 
thanks to the Supreme Being for hiv tue- 
cefs. He accordingly sflued the following 
norice :

Tt was the fourth dav after the ation 
before the Admiral could tranfinit intelii- 
pence of this memerable evert. His dif. 
patches upon this occafion were entrulted 
to Captain Berry, in the Learder; and 
no jooner were they made pubiic, than 
the greateit feniaiion was occaficned 
throughout Europe. The Emperor of 
Germany immediately broke (fF the con- 
feren es tora peace at Raftadt ; the O:to- 
man Porte deciared war again the French ; 
and the King of Naples marched an army 
to Rime, of which he for atime dif} oi- 
feffed them. 

In England the victory of the Nile was 
celebrated by means of bonfires and illu- 
minatiors ; whie the King ard both 
Houtes of Parliament were eager to betiow 
marks of tavour on the triumphant fleet 
and its gallant leader. His Majefty imme- 
diately con‘erred vpon him the dignity ot 
a biron of Great Britain, and he was ac- 
cording!y calied upto the Houte of Pee: S, 
as Lord Nelion of the Nile. The Grand 

Scignios tranimicted a luperb diamond che- 
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leng, or plume of triumph, taken from 
Naples foon after granted the titleof Dy 
of Bronté, with an etate in Sicily, 

Inftead of returning h. me to repole ve 
der his hiurels, the Admiral imnmediate 
failed for Scily, where hie was received a 
a deliverer by she K ng. The fubjcds 4 
that Mon :tch, difconten: dat his Con'ns 
and fit pported by the French, had ’ 
lately driven hom from his Capital, after 
which they ettabiithed, or rather proclavn, 
ed, ** The Pa: thenopvean Republic.” The 
zeal of Cardinal Ruifo, however, rag 
lucceisfully mingied the character of a io). 
dier with that of a pi ict, proved thonaily 
efiicacious towards the reftoration ot the 
exicd monarch. H ‘ving marched to Nas 
pies at the head ot a body of Calabriags, 
he obliged *€ the patriots,” as chey were 
termed, who were in pofleffion of ail the 
torts, to capitulate; and to this treaty the 
Frelith, Vurkith, and Rafhan Comman- 
ders acceded. On the appearance ot Lond 
Nelfon, however, Mercinand pubticly dit. 
avowed ** The authority of Cardinal Rute 
to treat with fubjects in rebellion,” and 
the capitulation was accordingly violated, 
with the exception of the prifoners in 
Caftella Mare alone,which had furrendered 
to the Englifh fqjuadron under Commo- 
dore Foote. This is the only portioa of 
the Admiral’s public cenduét which has 
ever been cenfured ; for an Englifhwoman* 
refiding abroad having obtained the origi. 
nal treaty in queltion, thought fit to pub- 
lith it, accompanied with the feverelt ani- 
madverfions. 

Alter having effeSted the blockade of 
Malta, procured the evacuation of Rome, 
greatly con'ributed to the reltoration ot 
the King of Naples to hits capital and his 
throne, Lord N. embarked with the Br- 
lids Miniter to the Court o!

He was now enabl.d to retire to the 
eftate Jarely purchaicd by himfelt, Mertoy 
and enjoy the fociety of his friends ; es 
no fooner was tlis fhort and ill-Barved 
peace diffolved, than his Lordhi Wis 
called upon to take the command of the 
fhips in the Mediterranean. He acer. 
ingly repaired thither, on board the Vi. 
tory, May 20, 1803, and formed the block. 
ade ot Toulon with a powertul {quadren, 
Notwithitanding all the vigilance employ- 
ed, a feet efcaped out of this port on the 
goth of March, 1805, and hhortly atte 
formed a junction with the Cadiz {qua 
dron, Sir John Orde being obliged tor. 
tire before fuch a fuperionity in point of 
numbers. 

The gallant Nelicn no fooner received 
intelligence of this event, than he foloved 
the snemy to the Weit-Indies; and tuch 
was the terrer of his name, that they re- 
turned without effecting any tiing wo thy 
of mention, and got into port after run- 
ming the gaundet through Sir Robert 
Calder’s fquidron. The enemy having 
thas again eluded his purfuit, he re

peace and amity with the Northern Powers, 

An opportunity row once more occurred

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enemy's thips were fought with a gallantry 
highly honourable to their officers : but the 
sack on them was irrefi:tible, and it pleafed 
the Almighty Difpofer of all events to grant 
His Majeity’s arms a complete and glorious 
vidory. About three P. M. many of the 
eseay’s fhps having ftruck their colours, 
their line gave Way. Admiral Gravina with 
ten hips, joining their frigates to leeward, 
flood towards Cadiz. The five headmott hips

Thus tel gl rioully, on his own quir- 
ter-deck, after a long and obttinate con. 
teft, and at rhe very moment when the 
greatcit naval victory ever obtained be- 
tore by his country had been achieved, 
Horatio Lord Vi:count Neifon, on the 
21lt ot October, 1805. He dropped by 
a mulket-fhot, that cntered below his left 
fhoulder, and, from the alarming pofition 
of the wound, afforded from the frit bur 
little hopes of fuccefs. The laft awful 
{cene was worthy of his former life.— 
When carried below, the furgeons being 
bufied about others, he waved every idea 
of rank and fuperiotity, and defied to be 
attended ia rotaion, When he learned 
his tate, not trom the mouth, bur the 
countenance, of his medical attendant, 
his mind was flill occupied with the fame 
earneitnefs as betore about the dilcharge 
of his public tunQtions. It was with this 
view that he communicated his Gtuation 
to Admiral Collingwood, the fecond in 
command, and gave orders to all around 
him. Ilis mind feemed toothed on his be- 
ing told that the arms of his country had 
fo completely teiumphed, that fftcen fail 
ot the enemy were then in the power of 
his fleet ; and, after fome kind oblerva- 
tions refpecting prefent, and tender ad eus 
to abfent, friends, the Hero breathed his 
latt ! 

No feaman recorded in our naval annals 
ever tuffeied to much m perion, or acquire 
ed fo much in glory. The lots of an eye, 
an arm, a wound on the torchead, and te. 
veral contufions in the body, are fo many 
proofs of the truth ot the former affertion 5 
the capture of forty-feveo fil of the line, 
ore hundred and twenty-four actions by 
{za and jand, among wiich were jour me - 
morable pitched ba tles, ia three of which 
he commanded,—St. Vincert’s, Aboukir, 
Copenhagen, and that 1 which he at once 
teiumphed and fell,—atteit tne jultice of 
the latter. 

His Majety has already conferred the 
well-earned title of Earl of Trafalgar eco 
his brother ; and itis to be hoped that his 
memory will be perpetuated, and his ¢Xe 
ample recorded for the imation of our 
naval commanders duiing toe precat and 
future ages, with a munihceace worthy of 
3 gieatand gratelul nation. 
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PROCEEDINGS OF LEARNED SOCIETIES 
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ROYAL SOCIETY. 
R. Herscuer has laid before this 
Society, of which he has been long 
an alive member, a paper on the Direc. 
tion of the Sun and Solar Syftem. The 
Jearned afronomer conceived, more than 
twenty years ago, that it was highly pro- 
bable there was a motion of the Sun and 
folar iv ftem towards A Herculis; and he 
fays the reafons which were in 1733 point- 
ed out for introducing a felar motion will 
now be much ttrengthened by other conf. 
de ations. We carnot, for the want of 
figures, follow Dr. Herichel in his reafon- 
ing on this fubjeét. He conceives thit 
the motion of the Sun and folar fyftem 
will acceunt for the apparent motions of 
the jarger fixed ftars upon much the eafiett 
principies, “Thus by admitting a motion 
of she Sun towards a Herculis, the annual 
motions of fix ftars, viz., Sirius, Ar&turus, 
Capella, Lyra, Aldeberan, Procyon, may 
be reduced to little more than 2”, whereas 
the fum of them would be 57.3537 ; and 
by another table, founde:t on a calculation 
of the angles, and the leaft quantities of 
real motion of the fame fix fiars, it appears 
that the annual proper motion of the tiars 
may be reduced to 17.4594, which is 
o”.7655 lels than the fum in the former 
cafe. In another paper on this fubje& the 
Dotter mans to confider the velocity of 
the folar motion. 

Dr. Hlerscuet has prefented tothe So- 
Cicely ano her paper containing Obferva. 
tions on the fingular Figure of the Planet 
Saturn. © There is not (fay the author) 


perhaps another ohjedt in the heavens that 


prcfents us with fuch a variety of extraor- 
dinary phenomena as the planet Saturna. 
A magnificent globe, encompafled by a 
flupendous double ring ; attended by 
feven fatellites ; ornamented with equa- 
toriil belts ; comprefled at the poles ; 
turn ng Upon is axis ; mutually eclipfing 
ws ring and fatellies, and eclipted by 
them; the molt dant of the rings alfo 
tusning wpon its axis, ard the tame takin 
piace with the fartiet of the fateilites , 
ali the parts of the fyMeim of Saturn occa. 
Donaliy reflecting light to cach other ; the 
rings ard moons tluminating the nights 
o* th: Saturnran; the globes and fatellites 
enlichtening the dark parts of the tings ;

Befides thefe circumfances, which ap.

It refemb'es 
a paralielogiam, one fide of which is the 
equatorial, the other the polar diameter, 
with the tour comers rounded off, fasta 
eave both the equatorial and poar re 
gions flatter than they wou'd be in a regus 
lar fsberotdical figure. 

iy anocher oblervaticn, in which Dy, 
Herf: hei had a cood Oprorien ¥ of com. 
pane Saturn with Jupiter, he foued the 
figure of the two planets to he decidediy 
different. The fatie ing at the pues ind 
on the equator of S-turn is much grever 
than af is on Jupiter, but the curva ure at 
the latitude of trom go to 48° on Jupiter 
is leis than on Saturn. 

As the refult of another fet of obferva- 
tions, Dr. H. fuppofes the latitude of the 
greateit curvature to be lefs ‘han 45 de.

sci, and mucilage. Recent experiments 
have convinced Mr. H. that a fubftance 
poileffing the chief chara@teriftic proper- 
ties of tanning may be formed by very 
émole means, not only from vegetable, 
bur even from mineral and animal fub- 
fances. It may be formed by expofing 
carbon tothe action cf nitric acid, and 
this is belt effe&ted when the carbon is un- 
combined with any other fubftance except- 
ing oxygen. : 

A portion of Bovey coal was expofed 
ty a red heatin a clofe veflel, and was then 
reduced to powder and digefted with nitric 
acid. Nearly the whole was converted 
into the tanning fubftarce. A coal from 
Suil-x, and a piece of the Surturbrand 
tom Iceland, yielded fimilar refulis.— 
Deal faw-du't alio, converted firft into 
chircoal, and then treated in the manner 
already deicribed, yielded a liquid which 
copioully precipitated gelatine. 

Phefe are but a part of Mr. Hatchett’s 
experiments. They are, however, fufh- 
cient to exhibit the principle, and tojultify 
theconciufion, ** That a fubitance ver 
analogous to tanning, which has hitherto 
ben conidered as one of the proximate 
) inciples of vegetables, may be produced 
by expofing catbonaceous fubitances, 
woether vegetable, animal, or mineral, to 
the action of nitric acid.” 

The eficacy of this new fubftance has 
heen proved by actual praétice, and Mr. 
H. has converted fkin into leather by 
meins of materials, which, to profeflional 
men, mut, as he conceives, appear extra. 
erdinary, fuch as deal faw-duft, alphal- 
tum, tuipentine, pit-coal, wax-candle, and 
fvea a piece of the fame fort of fkia.— 
Hence it is hoped that an economical pro- 
cesmay be dilcovered, fo that every tan- 
hermay be enabled to prepare bis-teather 
fven trom the refuie of his prefent mate.

The firft variety is mot eatily wed 5 
and in fome cafes 190 grains of dry vege.

gefting and diffilling them with nitric 
acid ; but it is not fo readily prepared as 
the firit, nor in fo large proportional quan. 
tities. 

The third variety appetrs to be uni- 
formly produced during a certain period 
of the proces, but by long continuance of 
the diceftion it is dettroyed, 

Subttances, fuch as gums, which afford 
much oxalic acid by treatment with other 
aciis, do not yield any of this tanning 
fubfance. The energy of its action on 
geiatine and {kin is interior o that of the 
firft variety, into which, lowever, it may 
be eatily converted by nitric acid, 

Mr. Timovny Lang, in a paper laid 
before the Royal Society, has attempted 
to prove that mere oxides of iron are not 
magnetic; that any inflammable fub- 
tances mixed with them do not render 
them magnetic, until they are by heat 
clemically combined with the ox des, and 
that when the combuiltible tubftance is 
again feparated by heat, the oxides return 
to their unmagnetic ftate. By repeated 
experiments Mr. Lane found that heat 
alone produced no magnetic efiet on the 
oxide, and that inflammable matter with 
heat always rendered tome of the particles 
magnetic

As ox des of iron are rendered magnre- 
tic by heat when mixcd with inflimmable 
matter, ic may be urderttood why Prut-

thelc ame cones revert fo (nelt UnMagnNe+tiC 
ftate, when the heat hes been continued 
long enouch to drive off the whole of the 
infamaable matter. Thus calcined ful. 
phurets of iron, ditingwthaole by their 
rd cour, are tound among the cinders 
of acemmon fire, unmagnetic, when all 
the fulj. bur is fublimed. 

Mr. KNIGHT, in a paper ** On the 
Reproductionot Buds,” fays, every tree, 
in the ordinary courfe of its growth, ge- 
nerates in eich feafon thofe buds which 
expand in the fucceeding fpring, and the 
buds thus genera'ed contain in many in- 
ftances the whole leaves which appear in 
the following fummer. But it ihete buds 
he deitroyed in the winter, or early part 
of the fpring, other buts, in many fpecies 
of trees, are ge erated, which in every 
retpect perform the effice of thofe which 
previcuily exifted, except that they never 
afford fruit or blofloms.

SCULPIURE. 


As a teftimony of national gratitude to 
that gallant General the late T. Dundas, 
who died in the Welt-Indies during the 
lat war, Parliament fome time fince voted 
a fum of money for a monument to com- 
memorate his figusl military achieve- 
meovts. The monument was accordingly 
executed by Mr. Bacon, erefted in St. 
Paul's Cathedral, and about the middle of 
laft{ month opened and fubmitted to the 
in{peétion of the public. 

It confifts of a coloffal fa:ue of Britan- 
nia, placing a wreath of laurel on the butt 
of the General, which is ereéted on his 
tomb. Britannia is aflociated with a 
figure of Senhbility ; to the right of which 
is the Genius of Britain prefenting an 
olive-branch, allufive to the object of our 
exertions in war being the attainment of 
an honourable peace. By the fide of the 
pedeital is a Lion, and military trophies 
aie placed on the tomb, which is enriched 
bv an alto-relievo reprefentation of Bri- 
tannia in the act of proteéting Liberty 
from Anarchy and Hypecrify. 

This monument is quite equal to any 
of thofe lately opened. The drapery is 
executed with a lightnefs and delicacy that 
is abfolutely afionifhing ; ard though it 
was the opinion of Sir Jofhua Reynolds 
that the ancients acted more wifely than 

the moderns, in not attempting te give the 
airy lightnets of filk to thefe rigid mate- 
rials, we ftill think that it cannot be a de- 
fet for a ftarue to come as near as may be 
to a refemblaace of that from which it is 
copied ;—be it obferved, we mean as to 
form ; for to paint a ftatue like that of the 
redoubted dagger-knight Sir William 
Walworth, in Fifhmongers’ Hall, would 
be rather too pretty to be pleafing to any 
¢ye except that of a Hottentot. 

To return to the monument,—The 

&gure ftanding on an inclined plane gives 
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an idea of a figure that does not fan’ 
firm; and the lett leg has rather * no 
ward appearance. As the Lion is’, sis 
cipal object, it IS a pity that it is not ike 
nature, any deviation trom which 
noble an animal, is fo far from im 

that it inevitably injures. The but ap. 
pears to be very highly and accura'ely 
fiaifhed. The re i$ not yet any infeription 
on either this o1 the mo: ument of Captain 
Faulkner, which has been finithed fome 
time. The infcription on Captain Bur. 
gels’s monument his a poor and vulg: 
effect, from the letters being fo violen'|y 
black, like thofe on a common grave-ftute 
in a country church yard, 

Relative to any circumftance that ex. 
cites public attention at the beginning cf 
the month, we have frequently five or fx 
caricature-prints, {uch as they are, before 
the month is half concluded. The fpecd 
with which thele precious f{pecimens cf 
copper fatire ave engraved, and the indu/- 
try with which they are circulated, is not 
more remarkable toan the dullnefs with 
which they are conceived, the clumfinels 
with which they are executed, ard the 
marvellous alacrity with which they fink 
into oblivion. That fuch has been the 
fate of many reams of this graphic wit, is 
a ferious truih: but cf this fate the fpi- 
rited produétions of Mr. Gilray are in no 
danger.

felected, feized with peculiar promptitude, 
almoft invariably whimfically and wel 
combined, and etched with a celerity that 
has been rarely attained by any other ar- 
tit.

Thus ended the firft part of the cams 
paignin Germany. On the 24th of Sep- 
tember Bonaparte hid not left his capital, 
and on the 2oth of OSoher, a period of 
only twenty-lix days, be could boalt of 
having taken 6¢,coo priloners and up- 
wards, with comparatively but a finall 
lois of men and other refources. In his 
a‘dre's to his f{cldiers he fays, © I had 
announced to you * great bat‘le; but, 
thanks to the il-contrived plaos of the 
enemy, [ have been able to obtain the 
greatelt fucceiles without running any 
ritk ; and what is uneximpled in the hif- 
tory of nations, fo great a refult has not 
weikened us above 1500 men. 

The campaign in Italy, up to our laf 
accounts (N.v. 23), though not of fo 
ditaltrvous a nature as that of Germany, 
has been unfortunate to the caiufe of the 
allied powers. On the 18th of October, 
at four o’clock in the morning, General 
Maficna atracked the bridge of the Old 
Caitie of Verona, and pafled the Adige : 
he had affembled his army at Zevis and 
its environs, fo as to be able to repair to 
any quarter that circumftances fhould de- 
mand. ‘The wall which blocked up the 
bridge in the middle was battered down, 
and though the paflage was obftigately 
defended by the Auttrians, they were 
finally beaten off with great fliughter, 
and with the lofs of feveral pieces of can- 
nn, and many men. This action was 
fucceeded by others not more propitious 
to the caule of the allies. The French 
account of the batt’e on the goth of Odto- 
ber, though perhaps not implicitly to be 
relicd on, we fhall give in their own 
words.

As they failed with light winds weft- 
erly, his Lorathip concluded their deftrnation 
was the Mediterranean, and immediately 
made all fail for the Streights entrance with 
the Britith Squadron, coatifting of twenty- 
feven hips, tiree of them fixty-fours, where 
his Lordthip was informed by Captain Black- 
wood (whofe vigilance in watching, and giv- 
ing notice of the enemy's movements, has 
been highly meritorious) that they had not 
yet paflcd the Srreights 

On Monday the 21 inftant, at day-light, 
when Cape: Trafalgar bore eaft by fouth 
about feven leagues, the enemy was difcover- 
ed fix or feven miles co the eaiward, the wind 
about welt, and very light. The Comman- 
der-in-Chicf immediately made the fignal for 
the fleet tooear up in two columns, as they 
formed to order of failing,-—-a mode of attack 

thio had previoufly dire@ted, to avoid 
snvenlence and delay in forming a line 
The enemy’s 
line confitted of irty-three {hips (of which 
eighteen were French and fifteen Spanith), 
commanded in Caiei by Admiral Villeneuve ; 
the Spaniards, uncer the direction of Gravina, 
wore, with their heads to the northward, 
and formed their line of battle with great 
clofenefs and corre€tnefs ; but as the mole of 
attack was unufual, fo the Rructure of their 
line was new ; it formed a crefcent convex- 
ing to leewari ; fo that, in leading down to 
their centre, | had both their van and rear 
abaft the beam. Before the fire opened, 
every siternate thip was about a cable’s lenuth 
to windward of her fecond a-head and a-ftern, 
forming a kind of double line, and appeared, 
when on their beam, to leave a very little ia- 
terval between them, and this without 
crowding their fhips. Admiral Villeneuve 
was in the Bucentaure in the centre, and the 
Prince of Aflurias bore Gravina’s flag in the 
rear 5 but the French and Spanifh thips were 
mixed without any apparent regard to o:der 
Of national {quacron. 

As the mode of our attack had been pre- 
vioully determined on, and communicated to 
the Flog-Officers and Captains, few fignals 
were neceflary, and none were made, except 
to direct clofe order as the lines bore down.

the leading thips of the columns breaking 
through the enemy's line, the Commander.

unoccupied ; the fucceeding thips breaking 
through in all parts aftern of their leaders, 
and engaging the enemy at the muzzies of 
their guns. The confli& was fevere: the 
enemy's thips were fought with a gallantry 
highly honourable to their officers: but the 
attack on them was irrefiftible, and it pleafed 
the Almighty Difpofer of all events to grant 
His Majefty’s arms a complete and glorious 
vi@tory. About three P. M. many of the 
enemy’s thyps having ftruck their colours, 
their line gave way. Admiral Gravina with 
ten thips, joining their frigates to leeward, 
ftood towards Cadiz. The five beadmoft thins 
in their van tacked, and, ftanding to the 
fou:hward, to windward of the Britith line, 
were engaged, and the fternmoft of them 
taken: the others went off, leaving to His 
Miajefty’s fquadron nineteen thips of the line, 
of which two are firft-rates, the Santifima 
Trinidada and the Santa Anna, with three 
flag officers, viz., Admiral Villeneuve, the 
commander-in-chief, Don Ignatio Maria 
D’Aliva, vice-admiral, and the Spanifh rear- 
admira! Don Balthazar Hidalgo Cifneros. 

After fuch a vi€tory it may appear anne- 
ceflary to enter into encomiums on the parti- 
cular parts taken by the feveral Command. 
ers ; the conclufion fays more on the fubjeé 
than I have language to exprefs ; the fpirit 
which animated all was the fame : when all 
exert themfelves zealoufly in their country’s 
fervice, all deferve that their high merits 
fhould ftand recorded ; and never was high 
merit more confpicuous than in the battle I 
have defcrihed. 

The Achille, a French 74, after having 
furrendered, by fome mifmanagement of 
the Frenchmen, took fire and blew up.— 
Two hundred of her men were faved by the 
tenders. 

A circumftance occurred during the ac- 
tion, which fo ftrongly marks the invis- 
cible fpirit of Britifh feamen, when engag- 
ing the enemies of their country, that f 
cannot refift the pleafure I have in making 
it known to their Lordfhips :—The Teme- 
raire was boarded, by accident or defign, by 
a French fhip on one fide and a Spaniard on 
the other ; the conteft was vigorous, but, 
in the end, the combined enfigas were tors 
from the poop, and the Britith hoifted i 
their places. , 

Such a battle could not be fought with- 
out fuftaining a great lofs of men. [have 
not only to lament, in common with the 
Britith navy and the Britith pation, in the 
fall of the Commander-in-Chief, the lols

The Royal Sovereign having lof her mais, 
except the tottering foremaft, Icalled the Eu- 
rvalus to me, while the a@ion continued, 
which thip lying within hail, made my fig- 
nals, a fervice Captain Blackwood performed 
with great attention. After the a¢tion I 
hifted my flag to her, that I might more 
talily communicate my orders to, and colle@, 
the thips, and towed the Royal Sovereign out 
10 feaward. The whole fleet were now ina 
very perilous fituation ; many difmafted, all

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On the 22d, in the morning, a ftrong 
foutherly wiad blew, with {qually weather, 
which, however, did not prevent the activity 
of the officers and feamen of fuch hhips as were 
manageable from getting hold of many of the 
prizes (thirteen or fourteen), and towing 
them off to the weftward, where I ordered 
them to rendezvous round the Royal Sove- 
reign, in tow by the Neprune ; but on the 
23d the gale increafed, and the fea ran fo high, 
that many of them broke the tow-rope, and 
drifted far to leeward before they were got 
hold of again ; and fome of them, taking ad- 
vantage in the dark and boifterous night, gee 
before the wind, and have perhaps drifted upe 
on the thore and funk. On the afternoon of 
that day the remnant of the Combined Fleet, 
ten fail of thips, which had not been much 
engaged, ftood up to leeward of my thattered 
and ttraggled charge, as if meaning to attack 
them, which obliged me to colle@ a force 
out of ‘the leait injured thips, and form te 
leeward for their defence. All this retarded 
the progrefs of the hulks ; and the bad weae 
ther continuing, determined me to deftroy all 
the leewardmoft that could be cleared of the 
men, confidering the keeping poffeifion of the 
thips was a matter of little confequence come 
pared with the chance of their falling again 
into the hands of the enemy ; but even this 
was an arduous tafk in the high fea which 
was running. I hope, however, it has been 
accomplithed to a confiderable extent: I en- 
trufted it to ikilful officers, who would (pare 
no pains to execute what was poflible. The 
Captains of the Prince and Neptune cleared 
the Trinidad and funk her. Captains Hope, 
Bayntun, and Malcolm, who joined the fleet 
this moment from Gibraltar, had the charge 
of deftroying four others, The Santa Anna, 
I have no doubt, is funk,*as her fide was al- 
moft beat in 3 and fuch is the thattered con. 
dition of the whole of them, that, unlefs the 
weather moderates, I doubt whether | hall 
be able to carry a thip of them into port. I 
hope their Lordthips will approve of what I 
(having only in confideration the deftru@tion 
of the enemy’s fleet) have thought a meafure 
of abfolute nec-{firy.

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The fuecefs of our Navy in this ation 
was moft complete. It is, indeed, much 
to be regretted, that, owing to the fhatter- 
ed fate of the nineteen thips that ftruck 
to our failors, and to the violence of the 
weather, four only of all the number could 
be carried fafely into harbour. The Ad- 
miral, however, caufed the reft to be de. 
ftroyed. To the enemy, therefore, the 
lofs is complete ; though the gain to our- 
felves was lefs than might have been hoped 
for. In a fubsequent letter from Admiral 
Collingwood, he writes, ‘ I find, that, on 
the return of Gravina to Cadiz, he was 
immediately ordered to fea again, and 
came out, which made it neceflary for me 
to form a line, to cover the difabled hulls, 
That night it blew hard, and his hip, the 
Prince of Afturias, was difmafted, and re- 
turned into port. The Rayo was alfodif- 
matted, and fell intoour hands.” 

Another Extraordinary Gazette, on the 
t1ith of November, anmounced the capture 
ot four men of war by the Fleet under the 
command of Sir Richard John Strachan, 
Bart. :

at night; and at the moment fhe joined us 
we taw fix large fhips near us. Captain 
Raker informed me he had been chaced by 
the Rochefort (quadron, then clofe to leeward 
otus. Wewere delighted. I defired himto 
tell the Captains of the thips of the line 
aftern to follow me, as I meant to engage 
them direétly ; and immediately bore away in 
the Cafar for the purpofe, making all the 
Nenals I could, to indicate Ous movements to

the thips. The Moon enabled us to fee the 
enemy bear away in a line abreaft, clofely 
formed 5 but we loft fight of them when ic 
fet, and I was obliged to reduce our fails, the 
Hero, Courageux, and Aolus, being the only 
thips we could fee. We continued fteering 
to the E.N.F, a’! night, and in the Morning 
obferved the Santa Margarita near us. Ar 
nine we difcovered the enemy, of four fail of 
the line, in the N.E., under all fail. we 
had alfo every thing fet, and came up with 
them faft. in the evening we obferved three 
fail aftern; and the Phenix fpoke me at 
night. I found that a@tive officer Captain 
Baker had delivered my orders, and I fent 
him on to affift the Santa Margarita in lead- 
ing us up tothe enemmy> At day-light we 
were near them; and the Santa Margarita 
had begun ina very gallant manner to fire 
upon their rear, and was foon joined by the 
Phenix. 

A little before noon the French, finding 
an ation anaveidable, began to take in their 
fmall fails, and form ina line, bearing on the 
ftarboard-tack. We did the fame; and I 
communicated my intentions, by hailing, te 
the Captains, ** That I thould attack the 
centre and rear,” and at noon began the 
battle. Ina fhort time the van thip of the 
enemy tacked, which almoft dire@ly made 
the aétion clofe and general. The Namor 
joined foon after we tacked, which we did 
as foon as we could get the thips round, and I 
dire&ted her by fignal to engage the wan. At 
half paft three the aétion ceafed, the enemy 
having fought to admiration, and not furren- 
dering till their thips were unmanageable. 

I have returned thanks to the Captains of 
the thips of the line and frigates ; and they 
fpeak in hgh terms of approbation of their 
refpe€tive officers and fhips’ companies. If 
any thing could add to the good opinion I had 
already formed of the officers and crew of the 
Cefar, it is their gallant condu& in this day's 
battle. The enemy have fuffered much ; but 
ourfhips not more than is to be expedled on thefe 
occafions. You may judge of my furprile, 
Sir, when I found the thips we had taken 
were not the Rochefort iquadron, but fiom 
Cadiz. i have the honour to be, &.

third day. He wasa great admirer and patroa 
of funcay-fchools. Seme years ago, on hear. 
ing of the deplorable fituation of the chil. 
dren in the Mint, Southwark, he, with 
fome friends, began a funday-fchool, to im. 
prove their morals and give them education ; 
in which they fucceeded; and at prefent 
fome hundreds are receiving the benefit of it, 
He was well known for his philanthropy 
and goodnefs of heart; and the poor in his 
neighbourhood have left a good friend. 

At Wygfair, in the county of Denbigh, 
Alexander Aubert, ef7. F.R.S. of Highbury. 
houfe, vice prefident of the fociety of Anti- 
quaries, and governor of the London Affurance 
Company, whofe fuavity of manners, bene- 
volence and generofity, whofe patriotiim 
and loyalty, and whofe profound fkill in 
every branch of fcience, are eminently re. 
corded in the annals of literature and Luma- 
nity, throughout all Europe. He was is 
his 76th year. 

By cutting his throat in a hackney-coach, 
which he had taken from the ftand in the 
Borough, and ordered to drive to Vauxhall, 
and thence back again to the Borough, aged 
about 26, Mr. Thomas Norman, a Jew, clerk 
to Mr. Mark Sprott, who had for fome time 
laboured under a depreffion ot fpirits, amoust- 
ing almoft to derangement. 

At Iflington, William Fowler, efq. formerly 
a wholefale ftationer, in Cannon-itreet, Lon- 
don, 55. He was walking home from mora- 
ing fervice, apparently in good health, when 
he fell down, and expired immediately. 

Of a locked-jaw, in St. Bartholomew's 
hofpital, in her 33d year, Adrs. Mary Newson, 
wife of Mr. N. baker, of Enfield On 
the Saturday preceding the had undergone a 
painful amputation of the right thigh, near 
the hip-joint ; which, till the fatal fymp- 
toms of trifmus took place, had every ap- 
pearance of terminating happily. The ope- 
ration was performed with great kill, ten- 
dernefs, and humanity, by Mr. Ramfdea, 
with the afliftance of Sir Charles Rilicke, 
Sir James Earle, Mr. Abernethy, Dr. Sher- 
win, and Mr. Clark, furgeon of Enfield, 
and feveral other gentlemen whofe curiolity 
had been excited by the fingularity of the 
calc. A tumour intimately conneted with 
a difcafed fate of the bone @ foiculcus kind 
of exottofis), occupying nearly the whole of 
the thigh, bad gradually increafed, during 
feven or eight years, to an enormoys mag- 
nitude, weighing upwards of forty pounce. 
While this {welling was in progrefs, bad 
been the mother of three children, ail now 
living, the eldeit three years oid, aad the 
youngeft two months. We uoderitand that 
a caft has been taken of the limb in plafer 
of Paris; but we regret that it had not deen 
Previoufly inje@ted, becaufe there can be a0 
doubt that che pretlure of fo large a tumour 
muft have rendered the femoral artery com 
pletely impecvoes, and confequently, Pe 
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simb, together with the great mafsof febaceous 
accumulation, tuft have been for fome years 
fupplied with the neceffary circulation by the 
gnatomofing branches alone. This would 
have added one to the cafes on which the Me- 
dcal Spe€tator founded his propofal for curing 
the poplitaeal aneurifm, by an improvement in 
the application of the tourniquet, thereby ob- 
viating the neceffity of the very painful and 
dangerous feparation at firft propofed by the 
late John Hunter. 

At bis apartments in High Holborn, Afr. 
Nothaniel James, late furgeon to the Savoy, 
aged 72 years. This gentleman was a native 
of the Pais de Vaud in Switzerland, where 
he has relations in refpe€table fituations. 
The family name is Jacques, which, the fub- 
j¢@ of this fhort memorial, when he came 
frit oyer to England, thought proper to 
anglicize after the example of bis uncle, a 
phylicign, to whofe praétice he was intended 
to have fucceeded, but who unfortunately 
cied whilft he was on the journey to London. 
His firft appointment to the medical ftaff of 
the army, was in the capacity of furgeon’s 
mate toone of the regiments of foot- guards. 
This warrant was prefented to him upwards 
of fifty years fince; awd as he told the pre- 
feat writer, with a degree of humour pecu- 
liar to himfelf, was figned by Julius Cgfar, 
(Cefar being the name of the officer com- 
manding the Brigade at that time): this 
was the height of his preferment, until he 
was appointed about twenty years ago, to the 
fwrgeoney of the Savoy prifon; a preferment 
to obtain which, he feryed gratuitoufly, 
during the illneffes of his two immediate 
predeceffors, and during that of the laft, for 
aperiod of ypwards of two years, From the 
frt vacancy, he was put by, through the 
powerful intereft of a competitor, and was 
near experiencing a like difappointment the 
lecond time, when the fucceflion was ftrong- 
ly folicitea for a furgeon whofe years of life 
were lefs than thofe of James’s fervice, 
This, fo great an injuftice, was however, 
through proper reprefentations of his fervice 
ind charaéter over-ruled, though net with- 
cut difficulty, Jt has been obferved by the 
Duke de la Rochefoucault, that ‘ I’accent 
& lecaraGtere du pays ou vous etes né, demeure 
“ans 'efprit g dans le cogur comme dans 
le langage ;” that is to fay, «the accent 
44 man’s native country is as frongly im- 
prefled on his mind, as on his tongue ;” the 
«cent of his country on Mr, James's tongue, 
could only be diftinguithed by a very nice 
tar, for he fpoke and wrote the Englith lan- 
guage with great corretnef{s; but the ac- 
‘tat of his mind was difcoverabje in all his 
Bion, which were ftrongly marked by that 
Pain totegrity, and honeft fimplicity of his 
rt ee the natives of Switzerland. 
her James was indeed an honett man, inof- 
alive and unaffuming in his general be- 
‘viour; in his pra@tice attentive and iatel- 
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ligent, watchful, but not prefumptuous, dee 
firous to do goed, but fearful to do harm: 
foch was the man, and fuch the pra@i- 
tioner ! 

Atche houfe of his friend Rob. Hoit Leigh, 
efq. M.P. in Duke-ftreet, Weftminter, . 
Clarke, fg. of Liverpool, banker. He was 
born in the year 1754, and educated under 
the reverend Mr. Booth, who then kept a 
refpeétable feminary at Woolton-hall near 
Liverpool; having there laid the foundation 
of his claflical acquirements, he entered into 
the bank of his father in Liverpool, which 
was the earlieft eftablithment of the kind in 
that populous and commercial place. The 
cares of bufinefs did not however, fupprefs 
the love of literature, which he had already 
imbibed, and the intervals of his leifure 
were devoted to an affiduous ftudy of the 
Greek and Roman authors, with the bef of 
whofe works, he maintained through life, 
an intimate and thorough acquaintance. This 
propenfity to learning increafed with his 
years; and having met with two affociates 
equally devoted to thefe purfuits with hime 
felf, they formed a party for reading the 
claffic authors, for which purpofe they rofe 
at fix in the morning, and devoted fome 
hours to ftudy, before they engaged in the 
bufinefs of the day. So clofe an applicativn 
foon proved injurious to his health. Con- 
fumptive fymptoms were fuperinduced, which 
occafionally recurred for fome years, when he 
was prevailed upon by the advice of his phy- 
ficians, to undertake a voyage to a fouthern 
climate. In the {pring of 1733, he left Eng- 
land, and arrived at Litbon, at which place, 
and in the pleafant villages in its viciniry, 
he foon recovered his ufual good ftate of 
health. The eafe and leifure which he en- 
joyed during his abfence, were highly gra- 
tifying to his difpofition, and inftead of re- 
turning to his native country, he proceeded 
to Spain, and took up his refidence at Sau 
Lucar, where he formed a friendly attache 
ment with many refpe€table families as well 
Englith as Natives, which induced him to 
continue there upwards of twelve months. 
He then vifited Seville, Barcelona, Madrid, 
and other parts of Spain. Having gratified 
his tafte, with the infpe€tion of whatever 
was mott worthy of his notice, and acquired 
a thorough acquaintance with the language 
and writers of Spain and Portugal, he pro- 
ceeded to ltaly, and arrived at Rome about 
the clofe of the year 1736; on examining 
the monuments of art in that metropelis, 
he was ftruck with the great inferiority of 
the archiceétural produétions of modern times, 
in comparifon with thofe of the ancients. 
‘* The impreffions I feel,” fays he, in a 
letter to a friend, ** whenever I vifit the 
Pantheon, are much more grateful than thofe 
which the view of St. Peter's excites. The 
fublimity of the former is chafte and unaf- 
fe€tedly majeftic; the latter to its genuine 
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beauties adds ernaments, which can hardly 
efcape the epithet of meretricious.” In the 
{pring of the following year he vifited the 
Mand of Sicily, exploring with enthufiaftic 
pleafure, the frequent monuments of lite- 
rature and art, which @ill remain in that 
claffic region. Returning by way of Cala- 
bria, he had an opportunity of obferving the 
effedts of thofe dreadful earthquakes, which 
had a hort time before fo materially altered 
the face of the country, converting rivers 
into lakes, and precipitating rocks and moun- 
tains intotheocean. Aiter vifiting the prin- 
cipal cities of Italy, Mr. Clarke arrived at 
Venice, where he had an opportunity of 
being ufeful to Mr. Gibbon, in procuring 
and fenaing him books to Laufanne ; in con- 
fequence of which he received an invitation 
te vifit that eminent hiftorian in his retire- 
ment. Mr. Clarke afterwards took up his 
refidence at Fiefole, in the near vicinity of 
Florence, which he emphatically called 
** the firft ftep of the Appennines, and where 
Brunellefchi's immortal Joom was conftantly 
under his eye.” On his frequent vifits to 
the city, a confiderable part of his time was 
pafied in «he library of the Grand-Duke, 
where he o tained for his triend and corre- 
fpondent Mr. Refsoe, the inedited poems of 
the celebrate.’ lorenzo de Medici, and va- 
rious other decurhents, which have fince 
been given to the public, in the lives of Lo- 
renzo de Medici, and his fon Leo X. the au- 
thor of which, has acknowledged his various 
obligations to Mr. Clarke, in the prefaces 
to thofe works. On his return to England 
by way of Switzerland and France, in the 
year 1790, Mr. Clarke bad the good fortune 
to renew hie acquaintance with .the cele- 
brated traveller, Dr. Chandler, with whofe 
faciety he was highly gratified, and for 
whom he always retained a mot affeétionate 
segard. For fome years before his death, he 
had retired from the more aétive part of bu- 
finels to the enjoyment of literary leifure, 
and domeftic life, of which, however, he 
was fuddeply deprived, by an unexpedted 
and fatal diforder, which for fome months 
before his death, left his family and friends 
without hope of his recovery; but, which 
he bore with that firmnefs which formed 
one of the characteri tic features of his mind, 
In his difpoftion he was peculiarly mild, 
gentile, and benevolent. Without inter- 
miazing much in general fociety, he was 
aftuated by kiuduels and good-will to all. 
In the knowledge of ancient and modern 
languages few perfons have attained a greater 
proficiency. That he never attempted to 
diftinguith himfelf by any literary publica- 
tion, is to be attributed to a want of ambition, 
and not of talents. But although he pre- 
ferred the Hovatian rule ‘* /eniter traducere 
@vum ;* to the reputation of a writer, few of 
his contemporaries were better qualified to 
form a corre&t judgment either on works of art, 
@r on the prouuctions of literature and tafte. 
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** Not that the poet's boafted fire 
Shou'd Fame's wide echoing trumpet (well, 
Nor on the mufic of his lyre, 
Each future age with rapture dwell. 


The vaunted fweets of praife remove, 
Yet fhall fuch bofoms claim a part 
In all that glads the human heart. 
Yet thefe the fpirits form’d to judge and 
prove 
All nature's charms immenfe, and heaven's 
unbounded Jove. 


In this refpe&, he hasa right to be claffed 
among the members of that learned and 
refpeGtable body, not a fmall one in thele 
kingdoms, who form, as it were, the literary 
public, and are the legitimate, and proper 
guides of the general opinion. Pree from 
the jealoufy too frequently found among? 
authors; it is they who decide with coo! 
and deliberate impartiality, on the produc. 
tions of the day; the guardians of tafte and 
the umpires of merit.*® 

At her houfe at Chelfea, aged 72, after 
three days illnefs, Mrs Fane Sopbia Fordyce, 
reli&t of the late Dr. George F. Mrs F. 
though born in Holland, where hhe refided 
till the was upwards of ten years of age, was 
defcended, not only from a very ancient and 
refpe@able Scotch family, of the name of 
Stuart, but from a family who afpired to the 
honor of tracing their defcent from the king: 
of Scotland. Upon the return of her family 
from Holland, the went to refide with them 
at Edinburgh, where though portionlefs, and 
pofleffing only the beauties of the mind; the 
was feen and admired by Dr. Fordyce, who 
was at that time a ftudent at Edinburgh, 
and the affection being mutual was very 
fpeedily followed by their marriage. The 
match, though ftriétly a love match, proved 
not altogether a happy one; for owing toa 
difcordancy in their tempers, in which, 
though unfortunately not in this initance, 
lapfe of time rather tends to produce an alle- 
viation than to aggravate; the Doétor and 
his wife, after having for 30 years lived to- 
gether in a certain degree of harmony, (from 
analogy of talents, rather than from analogy 
of difpofitions) found it at length, for their 
mutual comfort, neceflary to feparate. Mrs. 
F. pofleffed very diftinguifhed talents, un- 
common acutenefs, and a fteady and perfever- 
ing application to allythe purfuits in which 
the engaged. To her we are indebted for 
the able manner in which the bortus fccus in 
the Mufeum of the late Dr. Hunter, is pre- 
pared, as it was a work which the performed 
entirely with her own hands. She pofleffed 
unparalieled talents for forming flowers and 
other objects of natural hiftory from fhells, 
and as this was a purfuit to which the devoted

lett {pecimens behind her ; which, in point 
of corre@tnels of delineation, and dexterity 
in the management of the fhades, is probably 
uomatched,in this or any other country, 
Amcng her other qualities, her economy 
was not the leaft confpicuous: for notwith- 
fanding that the ftipend allowed by the doc- 
tor upon the feparation, which took place 
between them, and which was her oly in- 
come, was very fmall, the contrived by the 
rigid exertion of the virtue of economy, 
to live in a very refpe@able ftyle, and occa- 
fionaily to entertain parties of her friends, 
who always quitted her with regret, cheered 
with theurbaoity of her manners, the viva- 
city of her converfation, and the acutenels of 
ber remarks. It is unfortunate for fociety 
that circumftances did not admit of Mrs. F's 
moving in a more elevated and therefore 
more extenfive {phere, that the virtues the 
pradtifed being more expofed to general ob- 
fervation, the fuavity and dignity of manners 
with which they were accompanied; could 
not have failed to acquire many converts 
to a plan of life, while it tended to refcue 
a becoming degree of economy from the un- 
merited obliquy, with which it is in general 
branded, by thofe who expeét to profit by a 
contrary line of condu@, placed the fupe- 
riority of a life, devoted to fcientific purfuits, 
by the cheerfuinefs and happinefs with which 
it was accompanied, over the unmeaning 


frivolous amuiements to which but too many 
of our females are apt to devote their time, 


in the moft ftriking point of view. Mrs. F. 
has left two daughters to lament her lofs, 
Mary Sophia married to General Bentham, 
Margaret, unmarried. 

[ Account of the Life and Writings of the late 
Edward Evwvanfon, A. M.—Mr. Evanfon 
was born of retpectable parents, at Warring- 
ton, in the county of Lancathire, April 21, 
17315 but very toon after this the family left 
the town and county. At feven years of age 
he was taken under the immediate care and 
protection of his father’s eldeit brother, then, 
and for more than forty years afterwards, vi- 
car of Mitcham, in Surrey. From him he 
received his whele fchool education, and made 
fuch rapid progrefs in his claffical learning, as 
induced his uncle to enter him at Emanuel 
College, Cambridge, under the tuition of 
Mr, Hubbard, at the early age of fourteen. 
Here he profecuted his ftudies with fo much 
vigour and fuccefs, that he attained diftin- 
guithed honours when he took the degree of 
A.B. Soon after he had taken his degree he 
returned to Mitcham, and became his uncle's 
affiftant in the education of pupils. In con- 
nection with this new employment, he took 
every opportunity of profecuting his own ftu- 
dies, and at the ufual period he returned to 
Cambridge, and took his fecond degree of 
A.M. Ata proper age he was ordained, and 
ferved the church at Mitcham as curate to 
his uncle. Heze he remained feveral years as 
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affiftant in the church and in the fchool, 
which he did from a principle of duty and 
gratitude for his uncle's attention to his owa 
education, although he had, during that pe- 
riod, fome offers of preferment by which his 
fituation would have been material! y benefited, 
In the year 1763 he obtained the living of 
South Mims, near Barnet, and refided in the 
Vicarage-houfe about two years: when, 
through the intereft of Mr. Dodd,® M, P, 
for Reading, with Lord Camden, then Lord 
Chancellor, he was prefented with the living 
of Tewkefbury. In conjunétion with this, 
Mr. Evanfon held the living of Longdon, a 
village in Worcefterthire, about five miles 
diftant from Tewkefbury, for which he ex. 
changed that of South Mims. Thus refpeét- 
ably, and, as he thought, happily fettled, in 
the office of a Chriftian minifter, he deter- 
mined to apply himielf with diligence to the 
impartial ftudy of the Scriptures, and to make 
them, and them alone, leaving every other 
affiftance, the bafis of his public inftructions, 
His great learning retidered him amply capa- 
ble of confulting and explaining the books of 
the Old and New Teftament in their original 
languages. He had not purfued this mode of 
examining the Scriptures very long before he 
was convinced of the futility and erronecouf- 
nefs of many opinions which he had been ae- 
cuftomed to regard with reipeét and reverence. 
He was ftruck with horror even at the doc 
trine of the ‘Trinity, bv which himfelf and 
others had been !ed to pay a religious worthip 
to three perfons, that of right belongs to 
one God only, the unrivalled Majeity of 
Heaven and Earth. This was, perhaps, the 
earlieft refult of enquiries intothe truth of long- 
eftablithed and generally received dottrines ; 
but his a€tive mind did not reft here; he ad- 
vanced from one ftep to another, till he had 
difentangled, as he believed, the pure Chrif- 
tian fyitem from all the corruptions with 
which it had been embarraffed by the ig- 
norant, the artful, and the  interefted. 
Mr. Evanfon was not contented with invef- 
tigating the principles of truth for his own 
fatisfaction, he was, through a long life, 
eager to difleminate them, and to confurm, in 
all refpeéts, his own practice to the undevi- 
ating rule of reétitude. When, therefore, 
he perceived the language of the liturgy in- 
confiftent with that of his Bible, he took the 
liberty of changing fome phrafes, and omit- 
ting others, in the church fervice, which he 
could not himfelf confcientioufly ufe. For 
this, and on account of certain truths utter- 
ed by him in his diicourfes from the pulpit, 
and which were unwelcome to aima'! part of 
the congregation, a long and very malevo-

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lent profecution was inftitutcd again him. 
The circumftances relating to this affair, it 
may be proper briefly to notice. Mr. Evan- 
fon having accidentally chofen the doétrine of 
the refurreétion, as taught in the firft Epistle 
to the Corinthians, for the fubject of his 
Eafter fermon, in the year 1771, he accord- 
ing to his ufual cuftom, paid a particular at- 
tention to the chapter from which his text 
was to be felected, and was very much afto- 
nithed with obferving, that inftead of teach- 
jng that mankind are to rife to a future life 
with the fame bodies in which they die, the 
fole and obvious fcope of St. Paul's argument 
is toprove, that we thall rife with very dif- 
ferent bodies, and to convince us of the ne- 
eeffity of that difference. From that time he 
exchanged the word ** body”’ for ** dead” in 
the Apoftie’s Creed. The fermon which Ae 
preached on this occafion gave confiderable 
offence toa part of the congregation, who had 
not been accuftomed to hear, that their 
* Lord and Maiter Jefus Chrift was truly and 
literally aman, of the fame nature, and hav- 
ing the fame kind of foul and body, with 
which the firft Adam was created.”* More 
than two years after tie fermun had been de- 
livered from the pulpit, a profecution was 
commenced againit the author, which was 
carried on for a longtime, at a confiderahle 
expence to the profecutors, as well as Mr. 
Evanfon. For the latter, however, a fub- 
feription was inttantly fet on foot by fome of 
the principal inhabitants of the town, who 
affembled a numerous mectingt on the occa- 
fon, and pafied refolutions declaratory of 
their unanimous abhorrence of the projecu- 
tion, and determination of fupporting Mr.

in the Parith Church of Tewkefbury, on 
Eatter-day, 1771, for which a Profecution 
was commenced again the Preacher, No- 
vember 4, 1773. By Edward Evanfoa,

their utter deteftation of fuch proceedings, 
and to confider of a proper plan for the fup- 
port of their worthy paftor under this yame. 
rited profccutions” 
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Evanfon under it. To this Mr. Evanfon re. 
ferred in a letter to the Bithop of Worcefter 
publithed in the year 1777. “In prof, 
fays he, ** of the real decay of the illiberal 
fpirit of Anti-chriftianifm among us, as wel? as 
in juttice (and, on my part, gratitude) to the 
parifhioners of Tewkefbury, it ought to be 
obferved, that the profecution here mention- 
ed was approved and encouraged only by a 
fmall party, whilft the majority, upon the 
firit notice of it, to their lafting Konour, for- 
mally declared their deteftation of it in the 
public prints, and with a moft difinteretted 
generofity and truly Chriftian benevolence, 
voluntarily raifed among themfelves a very 
large fum, to detray the charges attending my 
defence." And he adds, “ The profecution, 
after a vatt profufion of expence, was quashed 
on account of fome very irregular proceedings 
on the part of the profecutors, and fo ended in 
what, at common law, is cailed a nonfuit.”* 





* About the latter end of the year 1773, 
Mr. (now Dr.) Difney, publithed a traé, en- 
titled, ** Loofe Hints on Non-conformity,” 
a copy of which he fent to Mr. Evanfon, 
who, in a letter tothe author, exprefled him- 
feif under fingular obligations for the advice 
which it contained; this was the beginning 
at an interefting correfpondence, a few ex- 
traéts from which will throw light upon the 
profecution carried on againft Mr. Evanfon. 
In a letter dated Tewkefoury, December 
29, 1773, Mr. Evanfon writes, ‘ My pro: 
fecutors have been encouraged and direéted in 
their proceedings againft me by Dr. Harris, of 
the Commons, who is commiflary to the Bi- 
fhop of Winchefter, and therefore was, with- 
out doubt, confulted in Mr. Norman's affair, 
to which I waa a ftranger till I read your 
pamphlet. And I prefume it is upon their 
fuccefs in the deprivation of that gentleman, 
that he has infpired my adverfaries with con- 
fidence of obtaining the fame fentence againft 
me. However, I thall not fubmit to ecclefi- 
attical tyrants fo eafily as Mr. Norman did. 
——The criminal faéts with which I am 
charged in the Confatory Court of this dio- 
cefe are, that in two private converfations, 
in a fermon preached upou Eafter-day, aud 
in a pamphlet entitled ‘ The Dottrines of 
the Trinity,’ &c. and alfo in an anfwer toa 
menacing letter fent me by my profecutors, I 
offended againft the 4th, sth, and 6th ca- 
nons ; and in the fermon and pamphlet agaigit 
the 13th Eliz. cap. 12, fec. 253 and that in 
twe verbal alterations, and two verbal omif- 
fions in my performance of the public fer- 
vice lait year, I feveral times tranfgreffed 
the rath and 38th canons."=—-In another 
letter, dated April 27, 1774, Mr. Evanfoa 
proceeds: ** Upon the 27th of January, 
the only ftep taken by my profecutors was 
to obtain from the court a term of three 
court-days for the exhibiting their proofs. 
On ihe firt of thofe days, March = 
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In the following year (1778) Mr: Evanfon 
publi thed the fermon which had given offence, 
with an Epitle Dedicatory, containing Re- 
marks upon ‘¢ A Narrative of the Progrefs of 
the Profecution which had been published by 
the Town-clerk.” To the fermon was pre- 
fxed a folemn affidavit that it contained tle 
whole of what had been preached by him on 
Eaiter-day, 177%. Thus did he exhibit 
through the whole of this bufinefs a manly 
aod comfiftent fortitude, becoming the great 
caufe in which, from the pureft motives, he 
hadembarked. ‘* Jt was well,” fays the ve- 
neradle and excellent Mr. Lindiecy, “ that 
fucha ttorm fell not upon a weak or timorous 
perfon, who might have funk under it ; but 
upon one who hada manly fpirit of courage 
to bear up againtt ic, and was fo able to defend 
himfelf in all points, eipecially by his writ- 
ings.""* As fvon almoft as Mr. Evanfon be- 
gan to entertain ferious doubts upon the doc- 
trine of the Trinity, he wrote a letter to the 





they applied for a commiffion to examine 
their evidence in this town, which was ac- 
cordingly opened, with great purade, in our 
church, on April 6, and continued by ad- 
journment, at one of our public-houfes, till 
the 16th. In order to prolong the time, and 
make the Commiffion as expenfive as poflible, 
upon the idea that if they obtain oply a fen- 
tence of admonition againit me, the coits will 
fall upon me, they {wore twenty-fix witnefles, 
who were only toprove the fame facts,” &c. &c. 
From a third letter, dated April 19, 1775, 
the following extra is taken: ‘* M; advar- 
faries’ pre€tor at Gloucefter happens to be a 
moft zealous bigot to the orthodox fyitem, 
and both the fecretary and favourite of old 
Warburton. His fituation therefore gave him 
the greateit opportunity of reprefenting mat- 
ters in whatever light he pleafed: and he 
made fo good a ufe of it to anfwer the ends of 
his clients, that whilft the Bithop was daily 
lifening, through him, to the artful infinu- 
ations of my profecutors, he a@tua!ly became 
a party againit me, refufed t¢ admit me to 
ipeak to him, fufiered their advocate to di- 
rect him how to give judgment; and though 
be has not to this hour heard one fyllable in 
my defence, feveral weeks before the day 
that was fixed for hearing the micrits of the 
caufey he had gone fo far as to affure my 
adveriaties, that he was determined to 
pais tentence of deprivation.”=—T hrough the 
whole of this bufinefs Mr. Evanfon en- 
joyed the legal affiftance of Mr. Wedder- 
burn, then Solicitor General (afterwards 
lord Rofslyn), free of all expence. He 
was alfo ailifted by a very able proftor of 
the Commons, by whofe aid exceptions to 
the proceedings were difcovered, which proved 
fatal to the caufe of the profecution.

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Archbithop of Canterbury, ftating the rife 
of his firit fcrupies, with the grounds of 
them, requefting of his Grace to favour him, 
by means of his fecretary, with any fatis- 
factory information in his power, as might af- 
fit in removing thofe doubts, and enable him 
to remain conicientioufly in his office asa mi- 
nifter of the Gofpel, to which he was not 
only, at that time, very much attached by 
inclination, but he had many other urgent 
motives for fo doing, and particularly from 
the well-founded expeations of powerful in- 
teret for his promotion in the church. To 
that letter no anfwer was ever returned. 
Till the year 1775, Mr. E.anfon continued, 
in conjun¢tion with a curate, to perform the 
church fervice alternately at Tewkelbury and 
Longdon. He then leit his curate to fupply 
at Tewkeibury, and weat to refide at Long- 
don, where he continued to perform divine 
fervice till 177%. The partiality of the con- 
gtegation at Longdon for their minifter was 
fo great, and their eftecm for his virtues fo 
ftrong, that they would willingly have kept 
him among them, permitting him to make, as 
he had been accuttomed, any alterations in 
the church fervice that his own views of the 
fubject might have di€tated. He, however, 
refigned both his liviags, and returned again 
to Mitcham, where he undertook the educa- 
tion of a few pupils. Inthe year 1773, Mr. 
Evanfon publithed, without his name, a track 


entitled, ** The Doétrines of a Trinity, and 
the Incarnation of Gol, examined upon the 
Principles of Reafon and common Senfe; 
witha prefatory Addrefs to the King, as firtt 
of the three Ieyiflative Ettates of this King- 


dom.” In the body of this work the author 
examines the Articles of the Church of Enge 
land, the Nicene Creed, and that of St. Atha- 
nafius, with freedom and great carneftnefs, 
By fome readers he will beghought, in a few 
inftances, to have defée » in his argu- 
ment, to alanguage rather beneath the dig- 
nity of theological difquifitiun and contro- 
verfy. It is, however, very probable, that 
the method adupted in this traét may have 
had its effect with many minds, upon which a 
differeat courfe of rcafoning would have 
been completely ineffectual.* During Mr,

* That Mr. Evanfon never intended, in his 
controverfial writings, to offend aay perfon, 
is evident from a letter which he wrote to 
Mr. Spurrel, of Shore-piacc, Hackney, who 
for many yeags had been in the habits of 
RriG intimacy with him, and who had urged 
the alteration or omiiion of fome few paf- 
fages in the ** Diffonance,” a work that will 
be noticed hereafter.

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Evanfon’s refidence at Mitcham, the educa- 
tion of feveral young men of very tefpeéta~ 
ble families was entrufted to his care ; among 
thefe was the grand-fon of Lord Bute. This 
amiable youth, who died at an early period, 
was fo much attached to his tutor, and felt fo 
ftrongly the obligations which he was under 
for the affe€tionate care taken in forming his 
mind tothe principles of virtue and found 
learning, that, on his dying bed, he requeft- 
ed his tather to teftify his fenfe of the kind- 
néfs thewn to him, by fome fubftantial mark 
of his regards. With this Colonel Stuart 
willingly complied, and when he found that 
he could be of no fervice to Mr. Evanfon in 
advancing him to any preferment under Go- 
vernment, he readily granted him an annuity 
for his life, which was regularly paid to his 
death. Inthe year 1777, Mr. Evanfon pub- 
lithed ‘* A Letterto Dr. Hurd, Bithop of Wor- 
eefter, wherein the Importance of the Pro- 
phecies of the New Te‘tament, and the Na- 
ture of the Grand Apoflacy prediéted in them, 
are particular!y and impartially confidered.” 
The obje& of this pamphiet, ** which,” 
fays Mr. Lindfey, “ deferves nothing lefs 
than the ferious confideration of the whole 
Chriftian world, while it thews the rare abi- 
lities and itrong method of reasoning of the 
writer,”* was to prove that every e‘tablithed 
ehurch in Chriftendom, from the fourth cen- 
tury toour own times, has been built upon 
one and the fame orthodox foundation, and 
hath adopted the very fame primary effential 
articles of religious doétrine and belief; and 
that, either they have all apoitatized from 
the true Chriftian faith, according to the te- 
nor of the prophecies, or no fuch apottacy 
has happened. In other words, either the 
Chriftjan revelation is not true, or the reli- 
gion of every orthodox church in Europe is 
fabulous and fai. — In ely, 1786, Mr. 
Evanfon marrie@wer@hy the tecond daughter 
of the late Mr. Robert Alehorne, mary years 
one of the moft refpectable inhabitants of the 
Old Jewry. The next iubje@ which Mr. 
Evanton undertook to difcufs in the way of 
controverfy was the fabbatical obfervance of 
Sunday, by aceffation from ail Jabour. In 
feveral exceliens and well written papers, in 
the fifth volume of the ‘¢ Theological Repo- 
fitory,” he attempted to prove not only that 
no pafiages of Holy Scripture can be produced 
which recommend to Chriftians the keepjag 
of the firft aay of the week facred; but that 
there are others which expreisly teach us, 
as unneceflarily offenfive ; I am fire I never 
intended any tuch fheuld exift, and 1 am not 
fagacious or inypartial enough to difcover them 
myiclt. ‘To feem to pay a deference to any 
man’s mere prejudices, or unfounded conceits, 
at the expence of a thing fo highly import- 
ant as religious truth, appears to me exceed- 
ingly criminal, but in all other cafes my fip- 
cere defire is toavoid offending any body.”

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that the Gofpel does not require of its difci. 
ples any fuch obfervance ; that it was ordain. 
ed folely by the interpofition of the civil 
power in the reign of Conftantine, and that 
it naturally leads the labouring orders of the 
people into diffipation and intemperance. The 
arguments of Mr. Evanfon excited confider- 
able oppofition from Dr. Prieftiey and others, 
but Mr. Evanfon feit himfelf fo ttrong on the 
ground that he had taken, that he colleéted, in 
1792, the whole controverfy, and publithed 
it in a feparate Tract, with an additional let- 
ter on the fubje&t to Dr. Prieftley. In this 
he affumes as proved, that the Chrittians of 
the fecond century did not obferve, and confe- 
quently had not received from the Apofties 
and their fucceffors, the inftitution of the 
Sabbath, or day of reft from labour; and that 
Conftantine, who inftituted the obfervance of 
the Sunday, gave his fubjeéts permitlion ta 
follow the bufinefs of hufbandry on that day, 
not only in harvelt time, butin every feafon 
of the yeat: and he adds, by way of conclu- 
fion, * For my part, I have not the arro- 
gance to expect that my feeble voice thould 
reach the ears, much lefs attraét the atten- 
tion of our civil governors. But had | any 
influence with the legiflature, I affure you, 
Sir, it thould not be to induce them to oblige 
any perfons to work on Sunday, or dny other 
day, contrary to their inclination or religious 
prejudices.—I with only that all men might 
be left to enjoy the liberty in this refpect 
wherewith the Gofpel of Chrift has made 
them free; and that I could perfuade out 
rulers from tl.c impolitic, unnatoral, and, is 
its inevitable confequences, immoral tyranny 
of compelling their fubjets to be idle.” The 
Opinions advanced by Mr. Evanfon on this 
fubje& made him many enemies, of perfons 
who had not patience to attend to the contro- 
verly. Becaufe he contended that the mo- 
éern Sabbath was not of divine origin, the 
generality of readers, and fome of his own 
neighbours, concluded that he was a man de- 
void of all religion, and rejected the worthip 
of the Deity as of no account; whereas, at 
Mitcham, in Surrey, and in other places of 
his refidence, he was accuftomed to have 
worfhip in bis family cn the Sunday, making 
ufe of Dr. Clarke’s reformed Liturgy, with 
fome alterations of his own; and whenever 
he had any vifitors he adminittered the Lord's 
Supper, which &e confidered as the fole 
Chriftian rite, and always to be adminiftered 
when a number of the profeifors of the reli- 
gion of Jetus met for iocial worthip.* Mr.

* Mr. Evanfon, in a letter to his iriend

city examined.” In this work the author 
undertakes to thew that a confiderable of 
the New Teftament is a forgery, and no 
claims whatever to the title of infpired writ- 
ing. Of this kind he. maintains are the Gof- 
pels of Matthew, Mark, and John; the 
Epitties to the Romans, Ephefians, Coloffians, 
and the Hebrews; the Fpiltles of James, 
Peter, John, and Jude; and in the of 
Revelation, the Epifties to the Seven Churches 
of Afia. Mr. Evanfon is fatisfied with one 
Gofpel, and part of the Epiftles, and he 
maintains that St. Luke's hiftory implies 
that neither Matthew nor any other apof- 
ftle could have pwblithed any hiftory pre- 
viouly to his own. In this Gofpel, how- 
ever, as well as in the Aéts, our author is 
that there are manifeft interpola- 
tions.® Superficial readers, on the appear- 
ance of this publication, concluded that the 
author was himfelf an unbeliever, and that 
he was taking this method to undermine the 
principles of Chriftianity. Hence he met 
with a confiderable thare of obloquy and per- 
feeution from perions of all parties. From a 
book-fociety to which he belonged, in Suffolk, 
he was expelled, or forced to withdraw his 
mme, and his own work deemed fit only for 
the flames. Scurrilous and abufive anony- 
mous letters were perpetually fent to harrafs 
bis mind, and to put him to the expence of 
pottage. But the principles of fortitude and 
integrity which enabled him to withftand a 
legal procefs carried on againft him by the 
Town-Clerk and fome other rancorous bigots 
at Tewkefbury, did not appear to forfake 
him at any period of his lite. If any of thofe 
éefpicable chara€ters who attacked Mr. Evan- 
fon with the letters referred to, fhould caft 
theig eyes over this memoir, let them be 
told that he paid no attention whatever to 
them; it was only for him to break the feal, 
to fee the writer's drift, and inftantly to re- 
turn the letter to the Poft-Office, the fuperin- 
tendant of which never failed to return the 
money which had beenexacted for the carriage. 
Notwithftanding the apparent liberties which 
thisgentleman took with the Scriptures, no 
man living was a firmer believer in the di- 
vine mifhon of Chrift. Every ftep in his re-

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fearches feems to have added ere to hig 
former cenvidtions of the truth and hiyh im. 
portance of the Chriftian religion. Within s 


very few years after the publication of the 
‘* Diffonanee,” a pamphlet was put into his 
hand, written by a diffenting mipifter, whe 
endeavyuted to prove that a perfon difbeliev- 
ing the Chriftizn miracles might, neverthe- 
leis, confiftentiy be, and continue a teacher 
vf Chriftianity. To this Mr, Evanfon ree 
plied: ** As Mr. ———= profeffes his ditbe» 
lief of the miracles of Chriftianity, the great- 
eft and mo important of which is the refure 
section of Chrift, a vey full though concife 
aniwer to his lerter might be given by the So- 
ciety of profeffed Chriftians at ——+, in the 
words of a public inftruéter of Chriftian fo- 
cieties of old times, who profeffed himfelf to 
{peak only ‘ the words of truth and fober- 
nefs," and whe recommended the free ule of 
reafon, and the underftanding as ftrongly as 
Mr M——. Anfwer. ‘If Chrift is not 
rifen, then is your preaching vain, and our 
faith is vain.’ I. Cor. xv. 14. © Weas Chrif- 
tians, mut not be uncqually yoked together 
with unbelievers; for what communion hath 
light with darknefs? and what part hath he 
that believeth witch an infidel ?* II. Cor. wi. 
14. &c,” A few months only before Mr. 
Evanfon's death he wrute a long letter toa 
gentleman of vety fuperior talents and ac- 
quirements, calling his attention to the fub- 
je ma tr of the ** Difonance 5” and upon 
finding tuat gentleman diffatisfied with his ar- 
guments, and who in a letter to a common 
fricnd faid, perhaps, in a playful mode, ** He 
(Mr. Evanfon) will not wonder at the difficulty 
of my converfion, when he recolle@s that I am 
fomewhat more than forty, the age affigned 
by Dr. Prieltley for recovery from error. I 
did but juft fave my diftance in becoming an 
Unitarian.” In reply, Mt Evanfon writes 
to this common friend, «aman of Mr. 
*s candid mind, and abilities for the 
inveftigation of truth, can {Lreen himfelf un- 
der an illiberal maxim of Dr. Prieftley’s, I 
@innot imagine, to urge as an apology for per- 
feverance in error, whilft any iniportant 
truths are yet to be learned from their true 
fource—the teftimony of the word of God. 
For as to the teitimony of al] nominal Chrif- 
tians after the commencement of the fecond 
century, of whatever ufe they may be to- 
wards {upporting that Anti-Chriftian apofta- 
cy, which has been fo long erroneoufly called 
Chriftianity, nothing can be mare different 
from the religion of Jefus Chrift; for my 
art, ina cafe of fo much impor®fnce to man- 
kind, I could never acquit myfelf of the cri- 
minality of leaving one talfehood undetected, @ 
one truth undifcovered at any age.” Thusit 
is evident, that however widely Mr. Evan- 
fon might @lffer from other Chriftians ia 
points of fpegylation, he was himéelf a de- 
cided beliewer in divine revelation, and was 
root anxious te promote what he confidered 
3” fenport 208 
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t troth.® In the year 1802 My. 
Evanfon published a traét, entitled, “ Re- 
fictions upon the State of Religion in Chrif- 
tendom, &c. at the Commencement of the 
XIXth Century of the Chrittian Zra.” This 
work, which is, in fa, an attempt to ex- 
plain and illuftrate the prophecies in the book 
of Revelation, wasefteemed by the author 
as the moft important of all his publications. 
In his own explanation of the prophecies, 
Mr. Evanfon felt very confident ; and from 
this he anticipated that the moft important 
events will take place in the Chriitian world 
fn little more than half a century. Speak- 
ing again of the fame friend that has already 
been referred.to, and who has lef; faith in 
the explanation of prophecy than Mr. Evan- 
fon, he fays, * Nothing furprifes me more 
than that prejudices in fuch a mind as his 
fhould render it incapable of diftinguithing 
truth from the moft palpable falfehood, But 
all this arifes from his having paid no regard 
to the teftimony of prophecy, which alone 
ean enable us to difcern the certainty of the 
genuine Chriftian faith ; by which 1 mean a 
firm confidence in the fure word of God; from 
the mere belief without any real conviétion 
ef its truth, more than which, he tells me, 
he as well as the Jate virtuous Dr. Price have 
never been able to attain. But who does 
not fee that this is to exchange the certainty 
ef the revealed will of God for thofe unfa- 
tisfactory inferences, which the virtuous 
among the Heathens were led to make by 
their rational knowledge of the Deity, and 
the fuppofition of his fuperintending Provi- 
dence?” In another letter to the fame 
friend, he writes, ** Truly forry am I to fee 
the clergy in general, of all feéts and deno- 
minations, efpecially fuch liberal minded 
men as » ———», and the late Dr. Prief@t. 
ley, fo ignorant ofpeinattentive to, and even 
prejudiced againit, the moft important part 
of Scripture, t¢ which can alone difpel the er- 
rers that have, for fo muny centuries, he- 
wildered the underitanding of all Chriften- 
dom, as far as religion is concerned.”” From 
thefe extraéts, and more of the fame kind 
might be added from a correfpondence now 
before me, it thould feem that Mr. Evanfon 





* Anew edition of the “ Diffonance” had 
been prepared with great care by Mr. Evan- 
fon, and part of it printed off before his 
death. He was very defirous, had it pleafed 
the Wife Difpofer of Events, to have lived 
till the whole was finithed. ‘ Happ'ly,” 
fays his very refpedtable fiter, in a letter to 
a friend, ‘‘ though my brother was not per- 
mitted to fee his work, now in the prefs, 
completed, he was bleft with fuch colleéted 
ideas, and ftrong intelleétual ability to the 
Jat, that till only two days before his death, 

he correéted the proof-thects‘as they arrived 
from the prinfét’s. 

+ The prophecies in the Boek of Reve- 
lation. 
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was not only a firm belisver in the truth of 
Chaj@ianity, but that he had attained to a 
mucha fuller conviétion of its reality than 
falls tothe lot of many fincere and excellent 
Chriftians. We now come to the lat work 
which Mr Evanfon completed previoully to 
his death, viz, * Second Thoughts on the 
Trinity,” in a letter addreffed to the Bithop 
of Gloucefter. This publication was avow. 
edly an anfwer to his Lordthip’s defence of 
the doétrine of the Trinity; and it contains 
not only a reply to the learned Prelate’s ar. 
guments, but a juftification of many of his 
own opinions and theories, advanced in his 
former works. It exhibits the marks of a 
ftrong mind, ardently engaged in the difco- 
very of truth, and fully intent upon the pro. 
pagation of it. It appears from a correfpond- 
ence between Mr. Evanfun and Mr. Timothy 
Brown, with whi h the writer of this article 
has been favoured, and to which he has al- 
ready referred, that a great part of this lafttra@ 
was written while Mr. Evanfon laboured un- 
der much bodily infirmity. In anfwer to an 
invitation from Mr. B. to pay him a vifit, 
and {peaking of the Bithop’s ‘* Thoughts on 
the Trinity,” he writes, “I am tketching 
out a plan for an anfwer to them. I am of 
opinion his brethren of the Bench have been 
far more prudent, who have fo long followed 
the fage advice of Matt. Prior's Merry An- 
drew: * Eat your pudding, flave, and hold 
your tongue.” Increafing infirmities of old 
age, and a confirmed afthmatid complaint, 
tor which the atmofphere of your great city 
is peculiarly unfavourable, leave me little 
expectation of ever vifiting Loddon again.” 
In another letter, written only at the inter- 
val of eight days, he tells his friend that he 
is on the roatl to Briftol, on account of a fe- 
rious complaint which dimanded the aid of 
the beit medical and furgical advice. With- 
in a fortnight of this period he writes, that 
the ftate of his health, inftead of being ge- 
nerally amended, is become much worfe, and 
he is refolved to quit Clifton. In conic- 
quence, however, of fome flight benent 
which he felt from his medicines, he fubmit- 
ted toa furgical operation April 25th. About 
the end of the month of June he had the ie- 
tistaction of fending to his friends copies of 
his anfwer to the Bifhop of Gloucetter ; but 
in the fhort note that accompanied one of 
them, there were evident marks of its hav- 
ing been written with a feeble hand; and ia 
three weeks after, by the pen of Mrs. Evan- 
fon, he announces to his friend the mclan- 
choly information of a paralytic feizure. 
This, which at firft was but flight, gradually 
increafed, till it terminated his valuable lire, 
September 25, 1805. During the latter 
months of this good man’s life he: fuffered 
very much from bodily infirmity and acute 
pain , yet his fortitude and patience never 
feem to have deferted him. ‘To the lait he 


was intent the {pread of religious know 
ledge, ant deeply inteeigé in am 
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He looked upon the approach of «enough to laft me while liviag, but fufficient 


death with a calm and undaunted mind, and 
he derived much confolation from the anti- 
cipation of future happinefs. In a Jetter to 
the Rev. Mr. Belfham, April 23, he fays, 
« J am here (Briftol) for fomething of the 
complaint under which your friend Dr. Priett- 
ley laboured fome time before his death, a 
fri@ure in the efophagus. The furgeon 
tells me, that as I applied in time, I may 
obtain relief. But God knows how far he 
may be right, and J am not at all anxious 
about the event. At the age of feventy-four 
life begins to be of little value, either to my- 
felf or others, but my future profpects are 
ful! of comfort.” To the Rev. Mr. Rogers, 
of Stroughton, in Suffolk, he writes, with- 
ina few days of his decease, ‘* It pleafes me 
much to find that my letter tu the Bithop of 
Gloucefter met with your approbation. My 
fole fupport in fo renuoufly maintaining the 
combat in behalf of the truth of the Chrif- 
tian covenant, againft the grofs fables and 
falfehoods of the predicted apoftacy, is gra- 
dually to excite the attention of rational 
thinking minds to matters of fuch vat im- 
portance: and upon reviewing my own con- 
du, the fatisfaction I find from it affords me 
the great and only confolation which I enjoy 
under my prefent afflicted flate of health.— 
can hve no hopes of recovery, and only 
wait with patieuce the approach of the final 
period decreed for my departure.” And in an- 
iwer to the friendly enquiries of Mr. T. Brown, 
trom whom, during the lait moaths of his life, 
ead particularly through his illaefs, he had 
experienced much marked «ttention and 
real friendthip, he writes, ** I return you 
athouland thanks tor all your kind folicitude 
about my health, which, I thank God, con- 
tiaues to mend, though not very fat.” And 
in reference ta fome aromatic medicines fent 
hun by Mr. Browne, he adds, * I believe it 
has been of much fervice to me, but inftead 
*i wanting more, your friendly benevolence 
supple me fu profufely, that I have not only 


to embalm my carcafe when dead.” Thus it 
appears that the vivacity and {pisits of Mr. 

vanfon did not forfake him to the laft; the 
conviétion and certainty which he poeta of 
another and a better life, faftained him under 
all the afflictions of the prefent. Previoufly 
to his death he was greatly emaciated in body, 
but his underftanding was vigorous till the 
lait. Even on the day before his death he 
was able to take a fhort ride in his carriage, 
to which he walked by only leaning on an 
arm; in the evening of the fame day he ap- 
peared in excellent {pisits, and departed about 
five o'clock in the morning, inthe apparent 
calm compofure of common fleep. ‘Such was 
the happy death of the Rev. Edward Evan- 
fon. He had lived the life of the righteoug 
man, and his laft end was like his. Thofe 
who have watched his condu@ through every 
period of his exiftence, bear witne/s to the 
itri@teft integrity, honoyr, and benevolence 
of his charatter. The relative duties of a 
fon, a hulband, and a brother, he performed 
with the greateit attention. From his neigh- 
bours, wherever he refided, he received the 
fincereft teftimony of refpedt and efteem. His 
manners were highly conciliating and engag- 
ing, and by his particul. r fjerds no man was 
more beloved. In his death the needy have 
loft a friend chat will not eafily be replaced. 
He wag asit is hoped this memoir will bew, 
a lover and a vindicator of the truth, with- 
out any regard to its confequences. Edu- 
cated, and well provided for in the eftablish- 
ed church, with the profpects of ftill higher 
preferments, he willingly refigned all for 
the fake of a good confcience. The name of 
fuch a man mutt live in the remembrance of 
the wife and the goud. Thofe even who will 
not concede to him every, or indeed any 
point, of his peculiar fentiments of theology, 
will admire his zeal, venerate his fortitude, 
and endeavonr to imitate his ativity in in- 
veftigating the Scriptures, and his defire of 
promoting all uieful truth.)
